When Jerry Brown was governor of 
California, he was almost done in 
by the Mediterranean fruit fly. So 
he knows a thing or two about bug 
infestations and aerial spraying. 

It was 1981, and Brown, 
approaching the end of his second 
and final term, was running for a 
spot in the United States Senate. He 
was the odds-on favorite to win the 
seat being vacated by the Republican 
S.I. Hayakawa; his chief Republican 
rival was a mild-mannered and hardly 
charismatic San Diego mayor named 
Pete Wilson. 

But that summer, the fruit flies, 
known as medflies, started show- 
ing up in residential areas, mostly in 
gardens and fruit trees outside of San 
Francisco. Farmers worried that the 
pest could spread to the central val- 
ley and points south — and experts 
warned that the state stood to lose 
$1 billion per year if the agricultural 
industry got hit. 

The flies breed rapidly and turn 
fresh fruit to mush. That would have 
been bad for growers. Even worse, 
the rest of the country was so wor- 
ried about the tiny creatures that any 
sign of a commercial crop infestation 
might have led to a nationwide boy- 
cott of California produce: 

Brown, still the staunch envi- 
ronmentalist, ordered the California 
Conservation Corps to strip the fruit

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off trees in the affected areas, and he 
ordered the release of millions of ster- 


ile flies to interrupt the mating cycles. 


As it turns out, the shipment of sup- 
posedly sterile flies from a Peruvian 
lab included at least some that were 
fertile; Brown argued that the error 
prevented the ecologically sound 
alternative from working. 

But for whatever reason, the flies 
continued to spread — so the chorus 
from agribusiness got louder and 
louder. They wanted aerial saturation 
spraying of the pesticide malathion. 

But Brown resisted. “All I could 
think about,” he told me 10 years 
later, “was poison raining down from 
the sky.” 

That’s all a lot of environmen- 
talists could think about too. The 
governor was knocked around like 
a ping-pong ball, to the delight of a 
mainstream media that never much 
liked or respected Jerry Brown. And 
in the end, he caved: helicopters, 
flying five abreast in military-style 
formation, began carpet bombing 
hundreds of square miles of mostly 
residential areas, dumping a chemical 
that a lot of critics argued could have 
untold long-term health effects. 

The indecision pissed off the con- 
servatives. The final outcome pissed 
off the environmentalists. Brown lost 
the Senate race. 

When I talked to him about 
the decision, it was 1991 and I was 
writing a book — and Brown was 
mounting a surprisingly strong run 
for president. In retrospect, Brown 
thought the spraying was wrong. He 
thought he had to do it, but he felt 
horrible about it. Back then, he was a 
progressive populist. 

And now he’s California’s 
attorney general, and he’s defend- 
ing the state’s plans to bombard San 
Francisco, Marin, and the East Bay 
with an artificial pheromone wrapped 
in tiny plastic bubbles to eradicate the 
light brown apple moth (see page 10). 
I know all the arguments, but please: 
I have two little kids now. It’s a nasty 
chemical, raining down on us from 
the sky. 

The medflies came back. So will 
the moths. Brown wants to come 
back to his old job too. You wonder if 
he’s learned anything. srac

More funny money at City College 


EDITORIAL The chancellor and 
the board of the San Francisco 
Community College District have 
tried hard to act as if the diver- 
sion of $30,000 in public funds 

for political purposes was just an 
isolated error, easily fixed. But as 
GW. Schulz reports on page 14, 
an audit has found at least one 
other diversion, this time of at least 
$28,670 — and it’s starting to look 
as if there’s a pattern here. 

The college administration, 
possibly with the knowledge of 
some of the trustees, has been 
spending public money on politi- 
cal campaigns. Money earmarked 
for public education has gone to 
promote bond acts that bring in 
money for the district — and that’s 
not only sleazy and unethical, it’s 


_clearly a violation of law. 


San Francisco District 
Attorney Kamala Harris is report- 
edly looking at the second diver- 
sion — but she needs to expand 
the probe immediately. If the 
administration of the outgoing 


Chancellor Philip Day shuttled , 
public cash to bond campaigns 
twice, there’s a good chance it hap- 
pened a few more times. And at a 
certain point, this rises to the level 
of serious criminal charges. 

The first diversion, first 
reported in the Chronicle, involved a 
$30,000 payment from a motorcycle 
school that was using college park- 
ing lots for its classes. That rent 
money never made it into the public 
coffers; instead, it wound up help- 
ing to pay for the campaign for the 
latest round of City College bonds. 

The latest revelation is just 
as smelly: the Foundation of the 
City College of San Francisco, 'a 
nonprofit that takes in donations 
for the school, gave $35,000 on 
November 6, 2006, to a political 
group that supports statewide col- 
lege bond elections. A day later, on 
Nov. 7, the college itself handed 
$38,670 (the school’s $28,670 and 
another $10,000 in private money) 
to the foundation. That's odd in 
and of itself — the foundation 


usually gives money to the school, 
not the other way around. And the 
timing is highly suspect; given the 
history of questionable financial 
moves at City College, the idea that 
some administrator would use the 
foundation to launder a cash contri- 
bution to a political group is not at 
all beyond the imagination. 

The college board needs to 
hire its own special counsel to 
check every contribution to local 
college bond acts to see if there’s 
any more evidence of improper 
diversion of public funds. But an 
internal audit isn’t enough; Harris 
needs to look into this and make 
public her findings. 

City College is a valuable 
public institution, and for years, 
the people running it have under- 
mined public confidence in its 
financial integrity. That’s a crime 


- itself — and if someone broke the 


law along the way, the district 
attorney has to make clear that it 
won't be tolerated. srac 


No aerial 
spraying 


EDITORIAL The tiny light brown 


apple moth has become a huge 


environmental deal in Northern 
California. Ever since a retired ento- 
mologist found one in his Berkeley 
back yard a year ago, state and federal 
agencies have been in full attack 
mode. Now they're preparing to send 
a fleet of airplanes to dump thou- 
sands of gallons of pest-control spray 
over San Francisco and the East Bay 
this summer. The aerial bombard- 
ment is likely to be ineffective — and 
it may have serious health impacts on 
humans. It’s a bad idea, and it needs 
to be stopped. 

As Sarah Phelan, who first 
broke this story, reports on page 10, 
that won't be easy: the California 
Department of Food and Agriculture 
is holding public hearings.on the 
spraying but has insisted it will go 
forward no matter how much oppo- 
sition emerges. State Sen. Carole 
Migden is trying to block the plan in 
the Legislature, but the governor will 
likely veto any bill she can get passed. 
So it may be that the only way to 
prevent San Franciscans from facing 
a pesticide carpet-bombing the first 
week in August is for somebody to 
file a lawsuit. 

The moth frightens farmers 
because its larvae eat a wide variety 
of plants. The tiny caterpillars could 
do more than $600 million worth of 
damage to the state’s crops every year, 
the CDFA says. 

The pest is native to Australia 
and had never before been reported 
on the United States mainland. So 
the authorities decided that the best 
solution was to eradicate it — and 
that the most effective way to do that 
was to drown the affected regions in a 
chemical called Checkmate. 

Checkmate isn’t a poison, the 
way some of the nastier pesticides 
are. It contains an artificial version 
of a pheromone that female moths 
release to attract males during mating 
season. The idea is that if the phero- 
mones are floating around in the air, 
the boy moths will get confused and 
never find the girls, and eventually 
the population will die out. 

The mating scent is delivered 
in tiny bubbles of a plastic-type

life amplified. 
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substance. Over time, the little 
capsules melt and the pheromone is 
released into the air. The way the 
state describes the spray, it can take 
up to 70 days for all of the active 
ingredients to become airborne. 

One application is supposed to last 
throughout the moth’s mating season. 
But this theory has never been 
tested on a large scale, and some crit- 

ics say it’s unlikely the pheromone 
assault will actually wipe out the 
brown apple moth population. If even 
just a few of the creatures manage 

to mate and produce offspring, the 
whole effort could be a failure. 

The CDFA insists that 
Checkmate is totally safe for humans 
and pets, that it contains nothing 
toxic, and that the moth pheromone 
has no impact on anything other 
than this one type of insect. But 
the advisory label on Checkmate 
cans warns people who are applying 
the stuff to-wear protective cloth- 


“ing and masks. The tiny capsules 


(which are not biodegradable) can’t 
be good for people with respiratory 
issues. Some residents of Santa Cruz 
and Monterey counties, where a 
first batch was sprayed last summer, 
reported health effects. 

And we've been around long 
enough to distrust officials who tell 
us that chemicals sprayed into the air 
are perfectly safe. As one Vietnam 
veteran testified at a public hearing 
last week, the government used to say 
that Agent Orange was harmless too. 

San Francisco and the East Bay 
are dense urban areas with millions of 
people — hundreds of thousands of 
them children. If the health impacts 
of massive aerial spraying of moth 
pheromones are not definitively 
known, it’s a bad idea to go forward. 

We recognize that the moth is a 
threat to agriculture; so are thousands 
of other pests. Organic farmers man- 
age to produce crops every year with- 
out dumping chemicals on them. 

There was a time when a goy- 
ernor named Jerry Brown stood his 
ground and refused to allow aerial 
spraying of a toxic chemical called 
malathion to kill Mediterranean fruit 
flies. Ultimately he backed down and 
allowed the spraying — and in retro- 
spect he admits that was a mistake. 
Brown is now the state’s attorney 
general, and there’s talk that he’d like 
his old job back. If he wants to dem- 
onstrate that he’s a real environmen- 
talist, he ought to file suit to block 
the spraying. 

Since that’s unlikely, it’s going 
to require an environmental group 
with the resources and legal sup- 
port to take this to court. San 
Francisco's full of them; someone 
needs to step forward. srec

Health care paradoxes 


OPINION What does homicide 

in the Western Addition have 

to do with the closure of the 
worker's compensation clinic at San 
Francisco General Hospital? How 
does a mobile methadone-treatment 
van affect the broader public health 
of San Francisco? 

These are just two of the 
questions that University of 
San Francisco nursing students 
are asking while San Francisco 
residents face a public health and 
safety crisis. 

Public health and safety are 
both affected by economic condi- 
tions. Nonetheless, we must all 
question a need-blind cutback in 
services to public health. 

It’s the task of San Francisco 
nursing professors to address the 
following confounding paradoxes: 


Homelessness Nursing students, 
Department of Public Health staff, 
and a host of individuals and orga- 
nizations work together at the com- 
mendable, but intermittent, Project 
Homeless Connect, while midyear 
budget cuts will shutter Buster’s 
Place, the only 24-hour drop-in 
center that serves homeless persons 
every day of the year. 

Mental health Last semester 
USF students learned that increas- 


ingly scarce hospital beds for 
mentally ill and impoverished San 
Francisco residents were going to be 
cut back even further. Now budget 
cuts are planned that will decrease 
services for individuals on an outpa- 
tient basis. 

Violence Nursing students learn 
about the effectiveness of education 
and physical exercise in ameliorat- 
ing the deplorable conditions of the 
city’s housing projects and streets. 
The Western Addition has recently 
suffered from a spate of shootings; 
it seems an odd time to close a 
healthy and safe alternative to the 
violent streets such as tennis courts. 

Occupational health The 
Occupational Health Clinic at SF 
General will soon be closed. USF 
students want to know why they 
should choose to work for a public 
health system that puts them at 
high risk for hepatitis B, HIV, 
back injury, and exposure to vio- 
lent patients. 

Substance use Methadone 
treatment for opiate addiction is 
an imperfect clinical intervention, 
but it’s certainly better than users 
overdosing on the street or spread- 
ing HIV and antibiotic-resistant 
skin infections by sharing needles. 
However, methadone treatment is 


expensive, and an innovative pro- 
gram to bring it to addicts will be 
delayed for budget reasons. 

Access to care While the city’s 
health plan, Healthy San Francisco, 
is a laudable attempt to provide 
optional health care coverage to 
more residents, the budgets of pub- 
lic health clinics and hospitals that 
provide the care are being cut back. 

Public health nursing San 
Francisco has pioneered effective 
programs tackling the dispropor- 
tionate infant-mortality, asthma, 
diabetes, and hypertension rates 
among African American and 
Latino San Francisco residents. 
Now the cadre of public health 
nurses who do this work will 
be reduced, and Laguna Honda 
Hospital is being rebuilt with fewer 
patient beds. Who will monitor and 
support the disabled and seniors 
in the community if not the public 
health nurses? 

As public health nurses, we 
implore our elected officials to pro- 
tect the most vulnerable while mak- 
ing difficult decisions. srec

IN DEFENSE OF NADER/

If at first you don’t succeed, try, 
try again. These are words of wis- 
dom, if the cause is a noble one. 

I will try to make the case why 
these words are true for Ralph 
Nader, and explain why his pick 
of Matt Gonzalez as running 
mate was inspired. 

First, let me say that like 
many, I’ve been impressed with 
Sen. Barack Obama. As someone 
who has studied nonviolence and 
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the writings of Martin Luther 
King Jr., I see in Obama the 
embodiment of nonviolent prin- 
ciples, and this, I think, is a big 
part of his appeal. Whether his 
voting record is stellar or not in 
the eyes of “progressivism,” the 
wisdom inherent in a genuine 
understanding of nonviolence 
counts a lot for this voter. Obama 
seems to have it. 

That said, though, Nader’s 
values are sound and in align- 
ment with what many (including 
myself) are feeling. What people 
don’t understand is that the anger 
they feel towards Nader is mis- 
directed: in a democracy, the 
bare fact of someone’s candidacy 
can never be at fault — standing 
up for what you believe is what 
democracies are supposed to fos- 
ter, after all ... but if, in fact, the 
support of candidate A amounts 
to the possibility of an unintended 
boost for a diametrically opposed 
candidate C, then that’s a sure 
sign that the system’s at fault, not 
the candidate. 

I always thought that any 
bumper sticker for Nader should 
have on it by necessity the words 
electoral reform, because without 
the understanding of the latter, 
what Nader represents can never 
truly be appreciated or assimilated 
by the people — and rightly (but 
lamentably) so! 

So let Gonzalez do what he 
does best and let him have his role 
in enlightening the citizenry in 
this most foundational of prob- 
lems. If he can open people's eyes 
to it — as he has mine — and if 
he can open the door nationally 
as he did locally to implementing 
Instant Runoff Voting (the cure 
for the mischaracterized “spoiler” 
effect) — it'll be a turning point 
in our country’s capacity for 
meaningful change.

Last June, we brought you the 
story of Ernest Henderson, 
who alleged he was beaten 
severely by sheriff's depu- 
ties while awaiting trial in a 
San Francisco county jail (see 
“Jailhouse Justice,” 6/20/07). 

A federal jury on Feb. 27 
unanimously decided to award 
Henderson $200,000 in puni- 
tive damages for excessive use 
of force. Two deputies accused 
in the suit, Miguel Prado and 
Glenn Young, will each have to 
pay Henderson $100,000, or 
the city could elect to cover 
the damages for them. 

Scot Candell, a criminal 
defense lawyer of 10 years 
who'd never handled a civil suit, 
decided to take on Henderson’s 
case after examining evidence 
of the allegations. Henderson 
claimed that in late 2003, fol- 
lowing a verbal dispute with 
deputies, he was forced into a 
utility room, slammed to the 
ground, and punched repeat- 
edly in the head, according to 
court records. 

He then slipped in and out 
of consciousness and the dep- 
uties left him naked in a pad- 
ded cell, Henderson alleged. 
He later fell to the floor twice 
due to a pain in his back, the 
second time knocking him- 
self out as he fell, prompting 
an emergency trip to San 
Francisco General Hospital. 

Candell says that if medical 
staff there hadn’t documented 
his injuries, which included a 
broken lower vertebra the city 
later claimed was minor, they 
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never would have come to 
light. Candell is also represent- 
ing three other inmates who 
made similar allegations — 
each of their cases including 
Prado as a defendant — but 
they’ll go to trial separately. 

San Francisco Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey admitted for our 
last story that he’d investigat- 
ed complaints about Prado’s 
conduct previously, but he 
insisted that they had not led 
to discipline. Taxpayers will 
also likely be on the hook for 
up to $250,000 in legal fees _ 
from Henderson’s suit paid 
to Candell and his colleague, 
Sacramento lawyer Mark 
Marin, who’s helping handle 
the suits. 

“| think he was success- 
ful because the evidence 
was obvious,” Candell said 
of Henderson’s case. “You 
don’t get those injuries unless 
excessive force was used. | 
think during the trial it came 
out the deputies were not 
being honest and the jury real- 
ized that.” (G.W. Schulz) 


Club crackdown 


Partygoers may soon pay 
more for hanging outside 
a nightclub than the cover 
charge to go in if new legis- 
lation introduced by Mayor 
Gavin Newsom becomes law. 

A few recent incidents 
of club-related violence 
prompted calls for a crack- 
down, which led to a summit in 
January that involved city offi- 
cials and club owners and ulti- 
mately produced the Newsom 
proposal. Sup. Sophie Maxwell, 
whose District 10 suffered 
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a shooting outside a club in 
January, is cosponsoring the 
legislation. It was presented 
on March 4 to the Board of 
Supervisors and would impose 
new permit and loitering laws 
on all clubs. 

“The areas directly outside 
nightclubs have become loca- 
tions for assaults and shoot- 
ings. This antiloitering legisla- 
tion is another crime-fighting 
tool for our officers,” Police 
Chief Heather Fong said ina 
Feb. 28 press release. 

To curb the violence, 
standing within 10 feet of 
a club for more than three 
minutes, unless smoking or 
waiting for a bus or cab, may 
result in a warning and pos- 
sible citation. 

The other part of this ordi- 
nance applies to promoters 
and nightclubs. Two or more 
events per year would require 
a permit, as well as stricter 
after-hours requirements. 
Securing these permits may 
also be costly, burdening the 
smaller clubs. 

The legislation was given 
a chilly reception in clubland, 
where small promoters fear 
being forced out of business 
and patrons worried that the 
city is trying to curtail their 
fun. Others, like San Francisco 
Entertainment Commission 
president Audrey Josephs, are 
simply wary of intended con- 
sequences: “The language in 
this legislation is ambiguous. 
It has to be crystal clear what 
a club or an event is before 
we move forward with this.”

Chemicals 
and quarantines 


San Francisco officials resist plans 
to use aerial spraying against 
a potentially damaging moth

As the California Department of 
Food and Agriculture (CDFA) 
pushes ahead with plans to aerially 
spray the Bay Area with pheromones 
to eradicate the light brown apple 
moth (LBAM), the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors has signed onto 
state senator Carole Migden’s efforts 
to ask CDFA to put a moratorium on 
the spraying. 

“We haven't seen this level of 
concern and debate since the medfly 
days of then governor Jerry Brown,” 
Sup. Ross Mirkarimi told the 
Guardian. “At this point, spraying 
sounds premature and reckless, even 
though I understand this is a nasty 
invasive pest.” 

Meanwhile, four members of the 
California State Assembly, includ- 
ing San Francisco’s Mark Leno, are 
working collaboratively on a group of 
LBAM-related measures to address 
health, scientific, and efficacy issues 
that remain unresolved since the 
agency's multimillion-dollar eradica- 
tion campaign began last year. 

Leno’s part in this collaboration 
with fellow assembly members John 
Laird, Loni Hancock, and Jared 
Huffman involves demanding that 


CDFA complete an environmental 
impact report (EIR) before being able 
to apply pesticide in an urban area for 
LBAM eradication, which can be a 
lengthy process. 

“By making this an urgency mea- 
sure, it would take immediate effect,” 
Leno told the Guardian. “We recog- 
nize that urban areas are concerned 
about health and safety, that LBAM 
is a real threat to the agricultural 
industry, and that the other side must 
be considered.” 

Last year, the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) and CDFA both gave 
LBAM emergency status after the 
tiny, leaf-rolling Australian native 
was found in a Berkeley backyard, 
the first time it was confirmed in 
the continental United States. 

As USDA's Larry Hawkins told 
the Guardian, the federal declaration 
of emergency allowed his department 
to access the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, a federally owned and 
operated entity within the USDA 
that supports and protects farm 
income and prices. 

So far, the USDA has allocated 
$90 million to cover the costs of what 
Hawkins called “an expensive regula- 
tory program,” along with those of 
developing suitable pesticides and a

nationwide survey to see if the moth 
has spread beyond California. 

Hawkins claims the state sepa- 
rately declared an LBAM emergen- 
cy — a move that allowed CDFA to 
go ahead and abate the pest — and 
that impacted the state’s normal 
EIR process. 

“Emergency status doesn't relieve 
[CDFA] of EIR requirements, but it 
allows them to do it simultaneously,” 
Hawkins explained. 

Since then some citizen activists 
have challenged the moth’s emer- 
gency status, claiming that there is 
no evidence that LBAM has severely 
damaged or infested local crops. But 
Hawkins says this purported lack of 
evidence proves that the government’s 
eradication program is working. 

“We know the insect exists, that 
it destroys crops in other countries, 


and now you find the same insect 
here,” said Hawkins, whose depart- 
ment has predicted that LBAM 
could inhabit 80 percent of the 
United States and nibble on 2,000 
plant species. 

“So, we can logically conclude it 
will cause damage here. The reason 
you haven't seen major damage here 
is because we've found it early enough 
to deal with it before it becomes sub- 
stantial. And the reason you won't 
find reports of major LBAM dam- 
age in New Zealand or Australia is 
because they are constantly using 
pesticides,” Hawkins said. 

Asked if the USDA will fully 
disclose the ingredients of any prod- 
uct the state plans to use aerially, 
Hawkins said, “We cannot force a- 
private company to reveal all their

ingredients. But we have told all 
those companies that hope to provide 
products that they should expect to 
reveal them all.” 

Critics of the state’s pheromone 
spraying program observe that 
Suterra LLC, which manufactured 
the spray used over Santa Cruz and 
Monterey counties, refused to release 
the full ingredients until it was sued 
—and Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
demanded immediate full disclosure. 

These same critics also note that 
Schwarzenegger, who continues to 
support CDFA’s LBA M-eradica- 
tion program, received $144,600 in 
campaign contributions from Los 
Angeles-based Roll International 
owners Stewart and Lynda Resnick, 
who control Suterra, Fiji Water, 
Paramount Agribusiness, and the 
Franklin Mint. 

Records show the Resnicks 
donate broadly, mostly to Democrats 
— including the gubernatorial cam- 
paigns of Steve Westly and Phil 
Angelides, and US Sens. Hillary 
Clinton, John Edwards, and Barack 
Obama — with a lesser-size donation 
to Republican presidential front-run- 
ner John McCain, proving they play 
both sides of the fence. 

With researchers testing a variety 
of LBAM-related products in New 
Zealand, Hawkins hopes to have a 
product formulated for California 
by June 1, which is when spraying is 
scheduled to resume in Santa Cruz 
and Monterey; spraying in the Bay 
Area is set for Aug. 1. 

“We would like to give com- 
munities maximum notice, but we're 
also working towards a beginning-of 
June date, and as much as we'd like 
to insert artificial time frames, the 
insect couldn't care less. It’s on a bio- 
logical time table and is multiplying 
every day,” Hawkins said. 

David Dilworth of the Monterey 
nonprofit group Helping Our 
Peninsula’s Environment, which 
advocates the use of targeted phero- 
mone-baited sticky traps, conceded 
that even if CDFA was forced to stop 
the aerial spraying, the USDA could 
spray anyway. 

“But it would take them several 
months to organize, and we don't 
believe they have the constitutional 
power,” claimed Dilworth, whose 
organization is preparing a 60-day 
notice of intent to sue the USDA 
and the United States Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Meanwhile, organic farmers 
find themselves in an uncomfortable 
limbo that continues to shift. Take 
the Santa Cruz—based California 
Certified Organic Farmers (CCOF). 
Last fall, CCOF supported the aerial 
pheromone spray after the National 
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Organics Program approved it, 
meaning sprayed farmers didn’t lose 
organic certification 

But March 4, CCOF spokesper- 
son Viella Shipley told the Guardian 
that the group is about to release a 
revised position on the spraying, and 
could not comment further “because 
CCOF’s government affairs com- 
mittee has not yet approved this 
revised position.” 

“We lobbied for an organically 
approved product and supported 
it last fall when lots of our mem- 
bers were suffering because they 
were in quarantine and couldn't 
sell beyond county lines,” was all 
Shipley would say. 

Meanwhile, organic farmers who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
largely supported aerial spraying for 
economic and environmental reasons. 

“If the moth isn’t dealt with now, 
it'll become a bigger problem, from 
both an environmental and toxic 
perspective,” one farmer told us, cit- 
ing the already high costs of control- 
ling bugs such as coddling moths 
and medflies. 

“This:is somebody else’s pest at 
the moment, a nonnative pest,” he 
said. “If farmers have to start deal- 
ing with LBAM as well, they'll be 
ruined.” 

He also cited his belief that there 
aren't 40 million pheromone-soaked 
twist ties on the market, which is 
what CDFA claims is needed to blan- 
ket infested counties from the ground 
up with female pheromones to con- 
fuse the males. 

Nigel Walker, an organic farmer 
in Dixon, recalled the devastat- 
ing costs of quarantine thanks to a 
medfly-infested mango that someone 
brought back from Hawaii. 

“Their vacation cost me $60,000 
because of lost sales,” Walker said. 
“So, for God’s sake, don’t bring, mail, 
ot FedEx fruit and vegetables into 
California, because border inspectors 
are looking for bombs and terrorists, 
not produce and moths. 

“We live in a global economy, 
and we have trade agreements that 
say if one person.gets a pest, you have 
to do something about it,” Walker 
added. “Nobody wants to be sprayed. 
Even when I spray organic seaweed 
on my fruit trees, I wear a mask. So 
I understand the gut reaction. But by 
refusing to be sprayed, you're punish- 
ing the wrong person — the farmer 
— who already has to deal with the 
vagaries of the weather, the market- 
place, and pests like the medfly.” 

Chris Mittelstaedt, who lives in 
San Francisco with his family and 
runs Fruitguys, a small business that 
delivers organic fruit to offices, said 
he’s personally against the spraying. 
“But as a company, we are going 
to wait a few weeks before letting 


people know what we officially 


_ think or endorse as a plan of action,” 


Mittelstaedt told us. 

Other city dwellers are less 
ambivalent. Frank Eggers, a former 
Fairfax mayor who is organizing a 
group called Stop the Spray, said, 
“(World Trade Organization] stuff 
is driving this so-called moth emer- 
gency. 

“We're allowing other countries 
to quarantine our produce. And with 
the global economy, climate change, 
and travel, we're going be facing this 
issue continuously. But we can’t keep 
putting poison on our land, or say 
we'll put you in quarantine if you 
don’t accept our aerial bombard- 
ment,” he said. 

Paul Schramski, state director 
of Pesticide Watch, worries that the 
state and federal agencies are still not 
listening to the people of California. 

“Tf this is not being driven by 
trade agreements, then I’m not sure 
what is the driver. We don’t have all 
the facts. But it’s not being driven by 
actual crop damage,” Schramski said. 
“We agree that this invasive moth 
should be controlled, but it’s a false 
premise to believe that the choice is 
between aerial spraying or nothing. 
The state has known since August 
that the public was opposed to spray- 
ing, so why aren't we producing more 
twist ties?” 

CDFA, which used $500,000 
in USDA funds to hire PR agency 
Porter Novelli last November at the 
height of public outcry, is currently 
researching pheromone products that 


last up to 90 days and is also planning 


to use pheromone-loaded twist ties, 
sticky traps, and stingerless parasitic 
wasps in its LBAM program. 

“We believe this to be a biologi- 
cal emergency,” CDFA public affairs 
supervisor Steve Lyle told us. “If we 


waited a year or two, so we could first 


do an EIR, we would lose the battle 

and become generally infested.” 
Tronically, California’s best hope 

for not being sprayed ad infinitum 


may lie in the discovery that the moth 


has spread to other states. 

“Tt would make a significant 
impact if we were to find the insect 
established in other places,” the 
USDA's Hawkins told us. “It doesn’t 
mean we would throw up our hands 
and walk away, but it would remove 


some of the argument that the rest of 


America is at risk from California if 
other states already have it.” 

But until that time, Hawkins 
warned that if state legislators 
demand a moratorium, forced spray- 


ing won't be the federal government's 


only option: “Maybe California 
would have to be quarantined. And 


now we are talking about hundreds of 


millions of dollars.” sres 
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On shaky ground 


Did City College use its foundation to launder public 
funds for political purposes?

The violations were purported to be accidental. 
Top administrators broke the law in two sepa- 
rate incidents in 2005 when they diverted a total 
of $30,000 belonging to City College of San 
Francisco to a local bond campaign committee, 
although they said it was an innocent mistake. 

Now new documents obtained by the 
Guardian show an apparent pattern to this mis- 
use of public funds. A special audit indicates that 
on Nov. 7, 2006, administrators from the school 
district transferred $38,670 to a bank account 
controlled by the Foundation of the City College 
of San Francisco, a nonprofit that seeks dona- 
tions for the school and funds scholarships. 

Just one day before, on Nov. 6, 2006, the 
foundation made a $35,000 cash contribution 
to the Community College Facility Coalition 
Issues Committee, which lobbies for and pro- 
motes statewide bonds to benefit schools like 
City College. State law bars City College from 
using public funds for such political purposes. 

When asked about the money transfers, 
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Vice Chancellor Peter Goldstein conceded to the 
Guardian that $28,670 of the newly uncovered 
funds were improperly moved to the foundation 
to replenish the Nov. 6, 2006 contribution, but 
he referred questions regarding who made that 
decision to outgoing chancellor Phil Day, who 
did not return a call. 

The firm that conducted the audit, Louie 
& Wong, based in San Francisco, could find no 
evidence that the foundation’s board approved 
the contribution, and a lawyer hired by the 
foundation says the directors were not aware of 
the transfer of district funds into the foundation 
bank account at that time. 

Although some of the board members later 
recalled authorizing the contribution, it wasn’t 
reflected in meeting minutes, and the directors 
say they never intended to launder public funds 
into a political contribution. 

These revelations further damage the cred- 
ibility of City College administrators, who for 
several months have undergone an investigation 
by the District Attorney’s Office into political 
fundraising efforts by the school. Spending pub- 
lic funds to support or oppose a ballot measure 
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or candidate is against California law. 

Two school trustees, Rodel Rodis and Julio 
Ramos, confirmed for the Guardian that the 
district attorney in recent weeks requested docu- 
ments related to the transactions and will be 
interviewing senior administrators at the school 
soon, presumably including Day, who is leav- 
ing for a new job in Washington, DC, as this 
story goes to press. Both say the trustees only 
learned about the audit’s conclusions this month, 
although it was completed last summer. 

“The way it’s always been presented to me 
is the foundation is supposed to give the district 
money in order for the district to fulfill its func- 
tion of educating students,” Ramos told us, “not 
vice versa.” 

The District Attorney’s Office will nei- 
ther confirm nor deny the existence of such 
probes, but its investigation has been con- 
firmed by sources and reported in both the San 
Francisco Chronicle and the Guardian (see “Day's 
Dilemma,” 8/8/07). 

Day characterized the earlier diversions from 
the 2005 bond campaign as a simple misunder- 
standing when they were publicized last year. 
His administration wasn't trying to do anything 
illegal, he wrote in a public statement at the 
time, and a resulting internal investigation called 
for by City College’s board of trustees seemed to 
confirm his claim. 

“The 2005 campaign was compressed into 
little more than three months, and as a result of 
this rush, we made some mistakes,” Day wrote 
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in response to the report when it was released 
in January. “As the chancellor and CEO of this 
college, I take responsibility for these missteps.” 

But despite the breadth of the internal inves- 
tigation, which filled 232 pages and detailed 
the history of the hastily organized 2005 bond 
election, its scope never reached the foundation’s 
political activities. 

Now it appears that after the Chronicle pub- 
lished stories last April exposing the misdirected 
funds from 2005, the foundation’s board of 
directors asked for a special audit to ensure that 
all its financial transactions between 2005 and 
2007 were free from any association with public 
funds the board wasn’t aware of. 

The foundation at that time hired a lawyer, 
Peter Bagatelos, who told the Guardian that the 
board didn’t know $38,670 was transferred to 
the foundation’s bank account on the day of the 
November 2006 statewide election, when voters 
were asked for $10.4 billion in bond money to 
support California’s public schools. 

“It was never done with their consent or 
knowledge or participation,” Bagatelos said. 

During the same two-year period covered by 
the audit, the foundation made cash donations 
to other political action committees (PACs) 
totaling $110,000, including $75,000 that went 
toward City College’s $246.3 million local bond 
election in 2005. 

Those transactions appear to be legal 
because the foundation is a 501(c)3 nonprofit 
that technically operates separately from the

school and can promote political causes that 
benefit community colleges within certain 
parameters, according to a coalition lobbyist. 
Each of those contributions were approved 
and properly documented by the foundation's 
board, unlike the transactions from early 
November 2006. 
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Goldstein also said that the foundation's 
board was not happy about the discovery and 
that the directors returned the money last April, 
just as the Chronicle's stories were breaking. He 
said the remaining $10,000 was legally acquired 
from yet another nonprofit controlled by the 
college and through a private vendor, but the 
foundation’s board elected to return that money 
as well on the advice of legal counsel “to avoid 
any appearance of impropriety.” 

“Any funds that the college is entitled to 
cannot and should not be transferred to the 
foundation,” Goldstein told us. “The particular 
item that you're asking about was absolutely a 
mistake. It should not have been transferred. 
It was found internally, corrected, and the 
funds were distributed to a variety of student 
organizations.” 

The Community College Facility Coalition, 
which received the $35,000 donation, was 
formed by a small group of school presidents in 
the spring of 1993 and today includes 52 dis- 
tricts across California. Its “issues committee” 
was created expressly for financing statewide 
bond campaigns. 

The political action committee's state elec- 
tion filings show that the foundation's contribu- 
tion was actually made on the same day City 
College transferred the $38,670 to the founda- 
tion’s bank account, rather than a day earlier as 
the audit states. 

City College has aggressively sought such 
state subsidies — nearly $200 million since 1998 
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— to match funds raised through local bonds 
from San Francisco taxpayers to help with its 
ongoing capital projects like a new gymnasium, 
a performing arts center, and campuses in the 
Mission and Chinatown. 

The $35,000 contribution was among the 
largest made to the coalition’s PAC leading up 
to the election, and Paul Holmes, a lobbyist for 
the coalition, said only 10 to 12 schools use their 
foundations to support ballot measures each 
year. Rarely does it receive a donation of more 
than $20,000, he said. Holmes added that many 
colleges tise their supporters for donations. 

Judy Iannaccone, a spokesperson for the 
Rancho Santiago Community College District 
in Orange County, which helped raise $13,600 
for the 2006 election, said they did so by for- 
warding the names of potential donors to the 
coalition, which allowed the school to remain 
impartial. 

“The money was absolutely not from the 
general fund,” Iannaccone told us. 

Colleges and universities commonly form 
nonprofit foundations to raise money on their 
behalf from alumni and other supporters, like 
the behemoth $1.1 billion endowment of the 
UCSF Foundation, which encourages and 
administers private giving to the medical school 
and health-related research of the University of 
California-San Francisco. 

City College’s foundation is considerably 
smaller. It had $22 million in net assets at the 
end of the 2007 fiscal year, according to district 


documents, and describes itself in an audit as a 
discrete component of the school. The founda- 
tion gives out hundreds of relatively small schol- 
arships to students every year, some worth up to 
$3,000, but most for smaller amounts of between 
$250 and $500. 

The foundation also maintains a separate 
board of directors that, like many higher-educa- 
tion foundations, contains top officials from 
the school itself, like Chancellor Day and Vice 
Chancellor Goldstein. 

Most of the foundation’s other directors, 
however, are simply civic leaders who support 
City College’s mission but don't work for the 
district and aren't affiliated directly with Day’s 
administration. 

The two entities are still close enough that 
the district handles bookkeeping for the foun- 
dation and shares its employees. For instance, 
the audit shows that the foundation’s finances 
— including its political contributions — were 
often prepared by City College’s chief admin- 
istrative services officer, the title carried by 
Stephen Herman, who was implicated in the 
first round of illegal diversions made public 
last year. 

“People literally thought that the college 
was obligated to make a contribution to this 
statewide campaign and that meant funds 
that would otherwise be under the college’s 
control could be eligible for a donation,” Vice 
Chancellor Goldstein told us. “But, of course, 
that’s incorrect.” srec

Jury deliberates in the Guardian’s 
predatory pricing lawsuit

The Guardian went to press this week 
without a jury verdict in our lawsuit 
against the SF Weekly. 

As of the morning of March 
4, the jury had been deliberating 
more than two days and was still 
behind closed doors in Superior 
Court. Any updates will be posted 
to www.sfbg.com. 

The jurors have to answer a series 
of questions to reach a decision in 
the case, which alleges a violation of 
the state’s Unfair Practices Act. First 
they have to decide if the Weekly sold 
ads below cost. Then they have to 
determine whether that was done to 
injure a competitor (us) and whether 
the below-cost sales were a substantial 
factor in actually causing the Guardian 
harm. Only at that point would the 
jurors begin discussing damages. 

The fact that the panel is still 
talking after more than 10 hours 
means it’s likely they answered yes 
to the first question and possibly the 
second or third — if those answers 
had been no, the case would have 
been over. 

But trial lawyers all agree that 
it’s always a mistake to try to predict 
the outcome of jury deliberations. 
The trial has been going on for more 
than four weeks, with detailed and 
sharply conflicting testimony on the 
behavior, intent, and financial status 
of the city’s two alternative weekly 
newspapers. 

The Guardian argued that the 
Weekly, owned by the Phoenix-based 
chain Village Voice Media (VVM; 
formerly known as New Times), has 
since at least 2001 engaged in a prac- 
tice of selling ads for far less than the 
cost of producing them in an attempt 
to damage the local, independent 
competitor. Testimony showed con- 
sistently that the chain-owned paper 
was indeed selling below cost. In fact, 
the Weekly has lost money for the past 


12 years, and the chain has shipped 
$13 million to San Francisco to prop 
up the paper and allow it to continue 
below-cost selling, testimony showed. 

Three witnesses testified that 
they had heard Mike Lacey, one 
of the two principals of VVM, 
announce when the chain bought the 
Weekly in 1995 that he intended to 
put the Guardian out of business. 

But the Weekly's lawyers argued 
that Lacey was just engaging in 
hyperbole, and that there was never 
a predatory intent. In fact, they 
argued, any financial losses the 
Guardian had seen were the result 
of a weak economy and competition 
from the Internet. 

The Guardian’s expert account- 
ing witness, Clifford Kupperberg, 
conducted a study showing that the 
local paper had lost money to the 
Weekly's price-cutting. In 90 percent 
of the sample accounts he studied, the 
Weekly had sold ads below cost — and 
two-thirds of those were associated 
with the Guardian either losing a cus- 
tomer or having to cut its rates. 

The Weekly brought out $1,075- 
per-hour Harvard economist Joseph 
Kalt to argue that jt would be eco- 
nomically irrational for the Weekly 
to try to put the Guardian out of 
business. But the Guardian's business 
expert, Bill Johnson, publisher of 
the Palo Alto Weekly, said that VVM 
was behaving just the way many big 
chains do: it was cutting rates to seize 
as much market share as possible with 
the aim of undermining a competitor. 

Kupperberg put the damages at 
between $5 million and $11 million. 
The Weekly’s expert, Everett Harry, 
tried to belittle those claims, but in 
the process he gave the jury some 
misleading charts that completely 
misinterpreted Kupperberg’s work. 

Even if the jury awards only 
modest damages, the Guardian can 
ask Judge Marla Miller to issue an 
injunction barring the Week/y from 
continuing to sell ads below cost. srec 


Questioning Matt 


What impact will the 


Nader-Gonzalez ticket have?

Matt Gonzalez consulted few of his colleagues in San 
Francisco's progressive political community before 
announcing Feb. 28 at the National Press Club in 
Washington, DC, that he'll be Ralph Nader's running 
mate on another quixotic run for president. 

That's fairly typical for Gonzalez, who has tended 
to keep mostly his own counsel for all of his big political 
decisions: switching from Democrat to Green in 2000; 
successfully running for president of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors in 2002; jumping into the mayor’s 
race at the last minute the next year; abruptly deciding 
not to run for reelection to his supervisorial seat in 2004; 
and — last year — deciding against another run for mayor 
while being coy about his intentions until the very end. 

But if he had polled those closest to him politically, 
Gonzalez would have learned what a difficult and divisive 
task he’s undertaken (something he probably knew already 
given what a polarizing figure Nader has become). Not 
one significant political official or media outlet in San 
Francisco has voiced support for his candidacy, and some 
have criticized its potential to pull support away from the 
Democratic Party nominee and give Republican John 
McCain a shot at the White House. 

In fact, most of his ideological allies are enthusias- 
tically backing the candidacy of Barack Obama, who 
Gonzalez targeted with an acerbic editorial titled “The 
Obama Craze: Count Me Out” on the local BeyondChron 
Web site on the eve of his announcement (while not tell- 
ing BeyondChron staffers of his impending announcement, 
to their mild irritation). 

It’s telling that all of the top Green Party leaders 
in San Francisco — including Sup. Ross Mirkarimi, 
school board president and supervisorial candidate Mark 
Sanchez, and Jane Kim, who got the most votes in the last 
school board election after Gonzalez encouraged her to 
run — have endorsed Barack Obama. 

Mirkarimi, who ran Nader’s Northern California 
presidential effort in 2000 and ran Gonzalez's 2003 
mayoral campaign, has had nothing but polite words for 
Gonzalez in public, but he reaffirmed in a conversation 
with the Guardian that his support for Obama didn’t 
waver with news of the Nader-Gonzalez ticket. 

Mirkarimi has a significant African American con- 
stituency in the Western Addition and has worked hard 
to build ties to those voters. He’s also got a good head for 
political reality — and it’s hard to blame him if he thinks 
that the Nader-Gonzalez effort is going nowhere and will 
simply cause further tensions between Greens and pro- 
gressive Democrats. 

Sup. Chris Daly is strongly supporting Obama and 
said the decision of his former colleague to run didn’t even 
present him with a dilemma: “It’s unfortunately not a hard 
one — or fortunately, depending on how you look at it.” 

Daly doesn’t think the Nader-Gonzalez will have 
much impact on the presidential race or the issues it’s 
pushing. “The movement for Obama is so significant that 
it eclipses everything else,” Daly told us. “This is a once- 
in-a-lifetime opportunity to change how politics happens 
in this country.” 

While few San Francisco progressives argue that 
Obama's policy positions are perfect, Daly doesn’t agree 
with Gonzalez’s critique of Obama’s bad votes and state- 
ments. “I don’t understand the argument that you should

only back a candidate that you agree with all the time,” 
Daly said. “If that was the case, I would only ever vote 
for myself.” 

On the national level, Gonzalez told us that he was 
running to challenge the two-party hold on power and to 
help focus Nader's campaign on issues like ballot access 
for independent candidates. “If I’m his running mate, then 
we'll be talking about electoral reform,” he said. 

On a local level, the Gonzalez move will have a 
complicated impact. It will, in some ways, damage his 
ability to play a significant role in San Francisco politics 
in the future. That's in part because Gonzalez has taken 
himself out of the position of a leader in the local pro- 
gressive movement. 

San Francisco progressives don’t like lone actors: the 
thousands of activists in many different camps don’t always 
agree, but they like their representatives to be, well, rep- 
resentative. That means when housing activists — one of 
Daly’s key constituencies — need someone to carry a major 
piece of legislation for them, they expect Daly to be there. 

Sup. Tom Ammiano hasn't come up with his land- 
mark bills on health care, public power, and other issues 
all by himself; he’s been part of a coalition that has 
worked at the grassroots level to support the work he’s 
doing in City Hall. 

Daly sought to find a mayoral candidate last year 
through a progressive convention. That seemed a bit 
unorthodox to the big-time political consultants who like 
to see their candidates self-selected and anointed by pow- 
erful donors, but it was very much a San Francisco thing. 
This is a city of neighborhoods, coalitions, and interest 
groups that try to hold their elected officials accountable. 

Obama's politics are far from perfect, and Nader 
and Gonzalez have very legitimate criticisms of the 
Democratic candidates and important proposals for elec- 
toral reform. But right now the grassroots action in San 
Francisco and elsewhere in the country — the movement- 
building excitement — is with Barack Obama. The activ- 
ists who made the Gonzalez mayoral effort possible are 
now working on the Obama campaign. 

In fact, Daly has repeatedly voiced hope that an 
Obama victory could help empower the progressive move- 
ment in San Francisco and give it more leverage against 
moderates like Mayor Gavin Newsom who support 
Hillary Clinton (see “Who Wants Change?” 1/30/08). 

Daly said the Gonzalez decision complicates that nar- 
rative a little. “I don’t think it’s undercut,” Daly said, “but I 
think it’s confused a bit.” srec 
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Muni’s makeover

GREEN CITY San Francisco's 
streets are some of the 
most congested in 
the nation, our gaso- 
line prices are reach- 
ing record highs, and 
parking is both scarce 
and expensive (particularly given the 
rising cost of parking tickets). But 
most drivers still haven’t been willing 
to switch to public transit, something 
that Muni officials hope to change 
with the help of a highly anticipated 
study that’s just been released. 

The Transit Effectiveness 
Program (TEP) is a systemic proposal 
to make Muni faster and more attrac- 
tive, mostly by focusing resources on 
the busiest routes. The study kicks 
off what could be a transformative 
year for the Municipal Transportation 
Agency, which got another $26 mil- 
lion annually through the passage of 
Proposition A in November 2007 and 
has been struggling for years to meet 
its on-time performance goals and 
win back lost riders. 

It has been over two decades since 
Muni had its last major overhaul. The 
TEP boasts “hundreds of changes” in 
the works, from larger buses to route 
additions. The current draft of the 
proposal reflects 18 months of data 
collection on rider trends and com- 
munity input. Officials found resi- 
dents citywide were most concerned 
with reliability in the system. 

“We have some schedules that 
are up to 10 minutes short of how 
long the line actually takes,” said 
Julie Kirschbaum, program manager 
of the TEP. “We also need to reduce 
the number of breakdowns. We need 
more mechanics.” 

Data also showed 75 percent 
of Muni passengers board in the 
system's 15 busiest corridors, which 
include the 49 Mission/Van Ness, 38 
Geary, and 30 Stockton routes. TEP 
calls for increasing service on these 
corridors by 14 percent and cutting 
wait times to five minutes or less. 

The study also proposed new 
routes to better reflect changing 
growth patterns and travel needs. For 
the first time, a bus would directly 
connect Potrero Hill with downtown. 
A new “downtown circulator” would 
loop Market Street on Columbus, 
Polk, and Folsom streets, replacing 
the 19 Polk and 12 Folsom. Some 
proposals would increase service 
between neighborhoods in the west- 
ern and southern parts of the city as 
well as create better connections to 


BART and Caltrain for those who 
commute to or from the city. 

University students and employ- 
ees could also benefit from the TEP, 
as increased service to destina- 
tions such as San Francisco State 
University and University of San 
Francisco were high priorities for the 
project team. In order to maximize 
resources, some routes could be scaled 
back or removed, potentially mak- 
ing the walk to the bus stop a few 
blocks longer for some city residents. 
For example, in the Mission District, 
there is a proposal to fold the exist- 
ing routes on Folsom and Bryant 
into a faster, higher-capacity route on 
Harrison. A proposal to end the 56 
Rutland route would leave Visitation 
Valley even more isolated. 

Once the TEP’s environmental 
impact report is complete sometime 
next year, there will be public hear- 
ings before the MTA board decides 
which recommendations to adopt. 
The Board of Supervisors could ulti- 
mately vote to overrule controversial 
route changes. 

The TEP is one of many high 
profile green initiatives Mayor Gavin 
Newsom has rolled out, from a solar 
panel initiative he introduced with 
Assessor Phil Ting to the controver- 
sial appointment of Wade Crowfoot 
as the director of climate protection 
initiatives, whose salary is paid with 
MTA funds. 

“The best thing we can do is get 
people out of single occupancy vehi- 
cles.... This mode shift is my primary 
goal,” Crowfoot said at a Feb. 27 
public information workshop, one of 
many planned throughout the coming 
months to educate and receive feed- 
back from residents on the TEP. 

Yet like many of Newsom’s 
splashier initiatives, the plan lacks 
clear funding sources and commit- 
ments. “There’s a whole capital piece 
to the TEP that’s been missing the 
whole time,” Tom Radulovich, execu- 
tive director of Livable City and a 
member of the TEP’s policy advisory 
board, told us. “Without this capital 
element, TEP won't happen.” 

Many of the proposals could be 
covered by reallocating operational 
costs, yet some expensive projects 
remain without a clear source of 
financing. Despite the price tag, 
Radulovich said ambitious invest- 
ments now could more than pay 
for themselves in the long run: “If 
youre smart about how you spend 
money, you can use capital money to 
save money in operating costs down 
the line.” seas

TECHSPLOITATION Ten years 
from now, surfing the 
Web won't require 
a computer. So 
says futurist Jamais 
Cascio, a researcher 
with Silicon Valley’s 
forecasting think tank Institute for 
the Future. He’s been following the 
development of the Web for years, 
serving as a consultant to Web indus- 
try groups such as Mozilla, makers 
of the popular Firefox browser, about 
directions they might want to take 
their research over the next 10 years. 
He believes the Web itself might not 
change much, but the way we get 
information from it will. 

The Web, Cascio told me 
recently, will come to us on all 
kinds of devices. Already people 
can stream movies from the Web 
to a mobile, or grab a radio show 
from the British Broadcasting 
Corporation Web site to listen to on 
an iPod. But in a few years, all these 
devices will be far more specialized. 
You might have a special pocket-size 
electronic map that’s just for grab- 
bing maps off the Web and display- 
ing them in a simple format. At the 
same time, every device you own will 
become computer-network-ready. 
Instead of having a 50-inch plasma- 
screen TV and a computer monitor, 
you ll just have a big flat-screen 
monitor that you can use to tune 
into Torchwood or read your favorite 
blogs. Why have two monitors when 
TV and the Web are both streamed 
over the Internet, anyway? 

Cascio thinks that in the next 
couple of decades, Web devices will 
become aware of human presence, 
turning on and off as people move 
from place to place. “It wouldn't be 
difficult to have your movie stop 
on your cell phone when you came 
home, and then get picked up on your 
big TV,” he suggests. 

I love this idea because it’s a cor- 
rective to the lazy futurist notion 
that computers will just keep evolv- 
ing into bigger and better machines, 
with more (or fewer) blinking lights 
depending on who is telling the 
story. Think of all the sci-fi you've 
seen where everybody basically has 
a Macintosh 50 years from now, but 
the screen is transparent and dangles 
in the air. Or the keyboard is made 
of light instead of plastic. Few people 
are willing to challenge the regime 
of the PC and boldly state that this 
important technology will merge with 


other ones and basically cease to exist. 

But if you look at the history of 
communications tech, Cascio’s vision 
makes more sense than a tomorrow- 
land filled with computers that have 
to stay stationary at a desk and are 
operated by that old-fashioned typ- 
ing thing. After all, a more evolved 
society will at least have gotten rid 
of typing, since it’s crippled so many 
people with repetitive stress injuries 
over the past two decades. 

In the future, people will expect 
ubiquitous Internet access. We will 
be comfortable with the idea that 
we live in a haze of information, 
and we’d be shocked at the idea that 
we should need one particular kind 
of tech to get at it. Already, the pro- 
fusion of Internet-enabled mobiles 
attests to this shift in perception. 
But I’m talking about a shift that 
goes deeper: one that comes at a 
moment when everyone, not just the 
kids and the techies, is completely at 
ease with the idea that their bodies 
will always be connected in some 
way to a data network. 

Yeah, in some sense I’m talk- _ 
ing about the death of privacy as we 
have known it. But I’m also talking 
about breaking down the information 
juggernaut into little pieces that are 
easier to control. Maybe your movie 
will follow you from room to room, 
but you'll also have more control over 
the devices that make that happen. 
Shutting off the network’s access to 
you may become as simple as shutting 
your eyes. 

Or maybe it won't. Maybe your 
individuality will be stripped away 
with your privacy, and you'll have no 
room to screw up or be subversive 
because everything you do will be 
uploaded immediately to Facebook. 

My personal theory is that as the 
Internet becomes a part of our bod- 
ies, we'll gain a new kind of privacy 
— call it temporal privacy. There will 
be so much information swarming 
around us that nobody will ever be 
the center of attention for very long. 
So you may be infamous as a dork 
today, but in five minutes the next 
dork will drift across everyone’s retina 
screens and they'll forget about your 
Star Wars dance as they laugh at 
some kid’s Segway accident. 

In the future, your infamy will 
not be remembered. Is that comfort- 
ing? I’m not entirely sure. srac

Bogdanovich gets his due in 
a Castro Theatre tribute

Arguably no modern film director 
made a better sustained entrance 
than Peter Bogdanovich, whose 
first four features were all tri- 
umphs. Targets (1968) was a chill- 
ing conceit that brought Hollywood 
pretend terror (Boris Karloff 
basically playing himself) against 
a modern real-world horror, the 
randomly mass-murdering sniper. 
That critical success led to a major 
studio deal to adapt (with then 
wife and collaborator Polly Platt) 
Larry McMurtry’s novel The Last 
Picture Show (1971), a melancholy 
black-and-white flashback to 1950s 
rural Texas. It won two Oscars, 
was nominated for five more, 
and served as a launching pad for 
actors including Jeff Bridges, Ellen 
Burstyn, and Cybill Shepherd. 
Next came What's Up, Doc? (1972), 
a delightful, San Francisco—set 
nod to 1930s screwball comedies 
with Barbra Streisand and Ryan 
O’Neal. Its huge success was 
equaled by 1976's Paper Moon, with 
O’Neal and daughter Tatum as a 
Depression-era confidence duo. 

That's a heady four hits in five 
years — and they'll all be shown at 
the Castro Theatre in a tribute to 
the director presented by Midnites 
for Maniacs’ Jesse Hawthorne 
Ficks. Another four films will be 
seen in director's cuts different 
from original theatrical versions. 
Further, Bogdanovich himself will 
be on hand at all but the earliest 
matinees. He’s a great raconteur 
who's insightfully frank about the 
ups and downs of an eventually 
checkered career. 

“Ups and downs” puts it mildly. 
While Bogdanovich started out on 
top, Hollywood relished kicking 


him with each downward step. But 
he’s still here — and especially vis- 
ible recently, thanks to his role on 
The Sopranos as Lorraine Bracco’s 
shrink. Behind the camera too, 
he’s gotten love lately from the 
four-hour DVD documentary 

Tom Petty and the Heartbreakers: 
Runnin’ Down a Dream (2007). 
Bogdanovich, who hasn't directed a 
big-screen movie since 2001's lam- 
entably underseen The Cat's Meow 
with Kirsten Dunst, hopes to soon 
start shooting an adaptation of 
Tracey Letts’s jet-black stage com- 
edy Killer Joe — and he’s got other 
irons in the fire. 

If it’s thus a fine moment to 
be Bogdanovich, there have been 
many not-so-great ones. Phoning 
recently from Los Angeles, he 
recalls that before the debut of 
Daisy Miller (1974), his first com- 
mercial failure, critic Judith Crist 
asked him, “Is it good? It better be 
... because they’re waiting for you.” 
Catching major flack for that film 
was Shepherd, the model-turned- 
actress he left Platt for. 

“Peter and Cybill” were insepa- 
rable, possibly obnoxious. They 
cohosted The Tonight Show for a 
week and were reportedly arch as 
hell. They occupied the inaugural 
cover of People, with the headline 
“Living Together Is Sexy.” The 
director quotes Cary Grant (doing 
a perfect vocal imitation) advising, 
“Petah, please stop telling people 
you're happy and in love!” Asked 
why, Grant said, “Because they 
aren't happy and in love.” 

Even those who liked Daisy 
Miller went Attila on 1975’s At 
Long Last Love, a lavish tribute 
to ’30s musicals with Cole Porter 
songs recorded live by some 
actors who were trained singers

weren't (Shepherd, Burt Reynolds). 
It was meant to be charming. It got 
the most vitriolic reviews this side 
of Battlefield Earth. Bogdanovich 
now says, “We rushed and fucked 
it up. The first preview in San 
Jose was an unmitigated disaster. 
Then we recut and remixed, and it 
played quite well. But I made some 
calamitous changes after that, 

and didn’t preview it again before 
release. We were just killed. Later 
we made a different edit. When 


Jesse called me to say he was show- ° 


ing it, I said, ‘Why?’ ‘I like it” ‘Oh, 
you're the one.’“ 

The Castro will screen that 
improved edit — which is charm- 
ing. Although the title is still a 
pseudonym for “turkey,” At Long 
Last Love has never been released 
on video or DVD. In a town where 
success usually excuses all egotism, 
Bogdanovich had still somehow 
crossed a line. His failures were 
blamed on sheer arrogance. “I got a 
lot of that,” he says — though back 
then a purportedly imperious on- 
set demeanor and statements like 
“T’'m not modest, I’m not humble, 
and the more success I have, the 
more critics will resent me” surely 
didn’t help. He’d had the temer- 
ity to befriend Hollywood legends 
including Grant, John Ford, and 
Orson Welles — who was practi- 
cally a permanent houseguest. Who 
the hell did he think he was? 

Cynics had already interpreted 
Bogdanovich’s hit homages to 
Hollywood's past as evidence he 
didn’t have an original thought in 
his head. Then they gloated over 
his nonhits. Despite the star power 
of Reynolds and both O’Neals, 
Nickelodeon was a 1976 Christmas 
flop. (Forced to shoot in color, 
Bogdanovich says, “It’s another 


movie in black and white” — which 
is how he’ll show it at the Castro.) 
Despite excellent reviews, 
1979's Paul Theroux adaptation 
Saint Jack didn’t find an audience. 
Ditto 1981's They All Laughed, 
an enchanting, ensemble roman- 
tic comedy. It was (among other 
things) a valentine to his new love 
and protégée, erstwhile Playboy 
centerfold Dorothy Stratten — who 
shortly after filming ended was 
killed by the thuggish promoter- 
husband she’d tried to leave ami- 
cably. That murder-suicide was 
followed by more ugliness: a war 
of words between Bogdanovich 
and Hugh Hefner; “dramatiza- 
tion” of the tragedy in 1983’s Star 
80 (“I begged Bob Fosse not to do 
it”) and a TV movie; and distribu- 
tion problems for They All Laughed 
that cost him millions. Sympathy 
soured when Bogdanovich became 
involved with Dorothy’s younger 
sister, Louise — who was all of six 
months older than his own daugh- 
ter. (Nonetheless, their eventual 
marriage lasted 13 years.) 
Bogdanovich had a left-field 
comeback in 1985’s Mask, with 
Eric Stoltz as Elephant Kid and 
Cher as biker-chick mom. But even 
that was marred by public sparring 
with both Cher and studio execs. 
The latter substituted Bob Seger 
tunes for Bruce Springsteen ones 
key to the story’s real-life inspira- 
tion. (The Castro’s “theatrical 
world premiere” cut restores all the 
Bruuuuce.) Whether good, bad, or 
indifferent, his subsequent ventures 
flopped. In an eerie echo of past 
events, 1993’s The Thing Called 
Love came out (barely) after star 
River Phoenix OD’d. Bogdanovich 
turned to directing TV episodes 
(including for The Sopranos) and 


cable movies. It wasn’t a come- 
down, he says. “The scripts were 
good ... and I got to work with 
actors like Cicely Tyson, Sidney 
Poitier, and George Segal.” 

Bogdanovich also relit an act- 
ing career abandoned decades 
earlier. Having written essays about 
film history (notably for Esquire) 
before moving to Hollywood, he 
thinks his industry hater trail is 
partly due to perception of him 
as critic turned filmmaker. He 
considers the roughly 45 stage 
productions he acted in (and the 
6 he directed) from age 15 to 24 
as his rea/ prior job. 

Given all past tempests, 
Bogdanovich seems on good terms 
with his exes — Shepherd (in town 
with the play Curvy Widow) has 
promised to show up at the Castro 
late Friday for The Last Picture 
Show and At Long Last Love; 
Louise is flying in to talk about her 
late sister when They All Laughed 
shows on Sunday. 

Is it painful for them to see 
Dorothy Stratten gnscreen? “Yeah, 
especially now that [costar] John 
Ritter has died,” he says. “But you 
know, when you see it with an 
audience, it’s OK — it takes the 
pain somewhat away. One of the 
peripheral tragedies [to Stratten’s 
death] was that the movie was 
never properly seen in its day. You 
couldn't really look at it in the way 
it was meant to be enjoyed.” srac

Keeping it raw

SONIC REDUCER Who took the 
sex outta my rock ’n’ 
roll? You gotta won- 
der, watching the 
Virgins — looking 
all of 12, collectively, 
and working the 
style and charisma of boys whose 
mothers still dress them — who 
played a Noise Pop show March 1 
at Mezzanine. Sure, the New York 
City combo can write a good song 
— far better than those by the 
old-enough-to-know-better Gutter 
Twins, who were messing with 
almost two-decades-old, decayed 
grunge tropes across town at Bimbo's 
365 Club that same night. But they 
weren't kidding when it came to pick- 
ing a name: far be it from the Virgins 
to be mentally undressed, They 
looked like they were safely tucked 
into fresh, clean underwear — no 
holes bitten through by groupies 
— much like those other hotties in 
prep clothing, Vampire Weekend. 
Where to find lusty, lascivious 
pop? Even Mariah Carey is giv- 
ing brain cells top billing with her 
upcoming album, E=//C2 (Island). 
When it comes to the once-squeaky- 
clean Jacksons, “Don’t go there” 


Michael tops “Yeah, that’s sexy, 

sexy, sexy” Janet with his 25-year- 
old classic Thriller (Sony) — despite 
the former's hopes in picking up 
where Control (A&M, 1986) left off 
by focusing on the dance floor with 
her likable, pillow-talking Discipline 
(Island). Sex? There are no bejeweled 
nipples in sight — and as for Jacko, 
the gloves are off and Neverland 
Ranch has been foreclosed. And the 
Vampires and Virgins definitely aren't 
providing any. 

Perhaps it’s time to turn to more 
wholesome pleasures like, say, jog- 
ging. Yoni Wolf of Why? — a self- 
proclaimed member of the Bronson 
Pinchot Fan Club, Anticon stalwart, 
and stealth heart-rate-raiser — will 
turn you around. “I can tell you right 
now, if you don’t know the power of 
endorphins, it’s a beautiful, wonder- 
ful thing,” raves Wolf, 28, on the 
line from his Oakland abode. “I’ve 
never been a jock because I’m not 
coordinated. But to jog, you just have 
to move your legs around. You don’t 
need to.catch a ball or hold a ball 
and get knocked down. I don’t even 
remember why I started doing this 
— probably ‘cause I got a little gut 
and I gotta knock this off. Yeah, eat a 
midnight snack ... ” 

Yep, it’s funny how passion 
plays out. Why?’s new disc, Alopecia 
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(Anticon), returns to the lost love 
pined over on Why?’s last album, the 
breaking-through-after-breaking-up 
Elephant Eyelash (Anticon, 2005), 
and settles happily into its own sense 
of resignation — or as Wolf puts it, 
“hopeful frustration” — about that 
girlfriend and about life. Honestly, 
Wolf bedazzles with bared-belly, 
gutsy rhymes about jerking off in 
museums, “blowing kisses to disin- 
terested bitches,” a childhood fear 

of that ShowBiz Pizza bear, “eating 
pussy for new fans,” “sucking dick for 
drink tickets at my cousin’s bar mitz- 
vah,” and “using Purell till my hands 
bleed and swell” — and that's just in 
one track (“Good Friday”). 

Working with Why? cohorts — 
brother Josiah and Doug McDiarmid 
— as well as Fog’s Andrew Broder, 
Mark Erickson, Thee More Shallows’ 
D. Kessler, and ex-Beulah-ite Eli 
Crews, Wolf has stripped off the stray 
mustaches he’s been hiding behind 
to fully expose his pungent, punchy, 
stream-of-consciousness rhymes. 
Highly specific, yes; weirdly sexy, uh- 
huh — right down to the CD title, 
named for the mysterious disorder in 
which hair follicles halt production. 

“You don’t suffer from alopecia?” 
I venture. 

“What are you trying to say, I’m 
hairy?” jokes Wolf. “I’m a monkey? I 
actually suffered from it for a minute 
— on my penis.”

Nah, nah, nah, the vocalist 
actually had a coin-size patch of 
affected skin for two years: “I have a 
theory why mine started happening 
— the hand of god came down and 
touched me on this one spot — no, 

I stepped on a bottle in a river and I 
got some sort of infection.” It lingered 
throughout the period that Why? 
wrote, recorded, and mixed the new 
full-length, like an uninvited sweet- 
heart. “Tt was looming and ominous 
and weird. At first I thought it was a 
fucking STD,” Wolf says. 

Slug of Atmosphere ended up set- 
ting him straight at a show in Baton 
Rouge, La., Wolf continues, and in 
the end, the bald patch “symbolized 
that period of my life for me, the 
creation of this record. For me, it was 
this little patch of honest skin: honest 
flesh with no covering or pretenses of 
an attempt to cover itself up, a little 
patch of baby skin that was really 
soft. That’s what I was thinking, a 
return to the raw.” Oh, and it’s a tad 
sexy: “It's a pretty word,” Wolf adds. 
“Tt sounds like a flower.” srec

George Sheehan, in his best-selling 1975 book 
of jogging-inspired philosophy, Running and 
Being: The Total Experience (Second Wind II), 
describes the endurance runner as being “twice 
born.” The second life is the runner’s internal 
struggle — a gauntlet of pain, failure, and 
disappointment that ultimately becomes the 
necessary condition for hope. While not exactly 
an advertisement for sneakers, Sheehan’s maxim 
illustrates something important about the 
Black Swans: they aren't the spoonful of sugar 
that helps the medicine go down; they're the 
medicine itself, a soulful salve pursuing internal 
aberrations because there’s something redemp- 
tive in their delivery, something undeniably 
good for you. 

For his own part, songwriter Jerry DiCicca 
isn’t a runner. “I’m a relentless pacer,” he con- 
fesses in an e-mail interview, “and a bad chess 
player,” proving that the author of such doleful 
laments as “Who Will Walk in the Darkness 
with You” is not without humor after all. In 
fact, he’s far from a self-absorbed, journal-burn- 
ing auteur. “I really care about the words, but 
I'm pretty sure if | moaned the menu of White 
Castle in a minor key backed by Noel [Sayre]’s 
violin, the effect wouldn't be much different for 
most people.” 

It has been a bearish couple of years for the 
Black Swans. In late 2006 they released Sex 
Brain (Bwatue), an EP’s worth of variations 
on themes of a venal nature. After touring and 
getting “weirded out by some small labels that 
acted gross,” they were able to remix a record 
originally made in 2005, and Change! (La

Société Expéditionnaire) found its way into the 
light last November. 

As we have learned, sustained struggle can 
be illuminating, so to call Change! a dark 
record is to deny its resolve, its reconcilia- 
tion with psychic disfigurement. Melancholy 
airs are staked by arrangements that patiently 
wait on DiCicca’s mossy cant — “I sound like 
a narcoleptic caveman,” he writes. On “Hope 
Island” he seems at peace with isolation so pure 
that it could have been the one true condition 
of his life. “Shake,” a laconic waltz whose deli- 
cate piano figure trades with ocean-size guitar 
surges and Sayre’s tawny violin, exemplifies one 
of the band’s most enduring strengths: space 
— a slowly passing landscape that allows for 
breathing room and time to think. The Desire- 
era Dylan vibe comes courtesy of Sayre, who 
channels Scarlet Rivera better than anyone in or 
outside of Columbus, Ohio. 

DiCicca is no Dylan dilettante. Last fall 
he lectured a 500-level class at Ohio State 
University on the bard’s career between Infidels 
(Columbia, 1983) and Time out of Mind 
(Columbia, 1997). He passed out pretzel rods to 
the class because, he writes, “I like to eat pret- 
zels when I listen to Bob.” Does he have further 
aspirations in the ivory tower? “I’m hardly a 


scholar,” he observes, “just a semi-autistic wind- 
bag that convinced a professor otherwise.” 
Three records into their discography 
— Who Will Walk in the Darkness with You came 
out in 2004 on the Delmore Recording Society 
imprint — the Black Swans have proved their 
craftsmanship, one that does not feel overpar- 
ented or overdetermined. Enter the artwork 
on the vinyl versions of Change/, each of which 
sports a custom sleeve painted by artists at ARC 
North, a Creativity Explored-like art studio for 
people with disabilities in Columbus. “I’ve pur- 
chased paintings by ARC artists because they 
seem freer, with less mimicry,” writes DiCicca. 
“That's what I aspire to — well, who wouldn't?” 
On a recent visit to Aquarius Records, the bins 
offered a copy whose palate of serene colors — 
cornflower, aquamarine, a touch of navy — are 
swirled violently onto the paper, leaving gauzy, 
haphazard brushstrokes. A storm has come to a 
tranquil sea — or has just gone. srac

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A band apart: 
Gonzalo Rubalcaba finds 
his match 


There’s never been any doubt pianist Gonzalo 
Rubalcaba could play. The 44-year-old Cuban 
émigré has been a highly favored sideman to 
top-shelf jazz leaders since landing in the United 
States some 15 years ago. He’s also had a steady 
recording contract with Blue Note and leads his 
own trios, which he dominates with an imposing 
virtuosity, an exacting sense of Cuban musical his- 
tory, and a tense, brooding personality. 

Now Rubalcaba has an exciting new quintet 
with a striking potential for challenging even his 
outsize talent. Culled from New York City’s best 
young players, his combo could be one of those 
very special groups whose exceptional parts cre- 
ate an even greater whole. Together almost a year, 
they’ve just released their first record, Avatar 
(Blue Note) and are embarking on their first West 
Coast tour, playing at both Yoshi’s locations over 
the course of a week. Avatar includes three com- 
positions by saxophonist Yosvany Terry, whom 
Rubalcaba knew from their youth in Havana, Cuba, 
and who brings a modern, angular urbanity to 
the jazz traditions they are both well acquainted 
in. Trumpeter Mike Rodriquez played with Charlie 
Haden’s Liberation Music Orchestra and has 
become one of the most sought-after young play- 
ers in jazz. Bassist Matt Brewer had been with 
saxophonist Greg Osby’s group and suggested the 
stunning drummer Marcus Gilmore. Brewer and 
Gilmore are still in their 20s and bring a vibrant, 
youthful energy to the group that complements 
Rubalcaba’s old-world, old-soul vibe. Avatar nods 
to Rubalcaba’s Latin-classical side, closing with his 
arrangement of Preludio Corto no. 2 for Piano by 
the Cuban composer Alejandro Garcia Caturla, but 
the disc also showcases Terry’s funky “Hip Side,” 
Brewer’s meditative “Aspiring to Normalcy,” and 
Horace Silver’s enduring ballad “Peace.” 

It’s a riveting recording — and the combo’s 
live performances promise to be equally com- 
pelling. Of late, few major jazz ensembles stay 
together long enough to create really unique 
sounds and sensibilities. This particular quintet 
could have that kind of staying power. (Marcus

WORLD OF ECHO: 
DEERHUNTER'S BRADFORD COX TAKES A SOLO FLIGHT AS ATLAS SOUND 


It’s been 20 years since My Bloody Valentine released their breakthrough 
album, Isn’t Anything (Creation) — long enough for it to be wound up 

in a younger generation's musical DNA. For how frequently the band is 
referenced by both musicians and critics, the rich double-sidedness of 
MBV’s peculiar attack often gets simplified as “swooning” and “ethereal.” 
Erstwhile Deerhunter vocalist Bradford Cox is one of the few shoegaze 
suitors who seems clued in to the searing — and often distressing — ten- 
sions that distinguish My Bloody Valentine from followers like Slowdive 
and Ride. In Let the Blind Lead Those Who Can See But Cannot Feel 
(Kranky), his first official release as Atlas Sound, Cox has worked out an 
exquisite combination of shoegaze and laptop pop, a fucked-up beauty 
waiting to be adored. : 

A self-described “queer art punk,” the young Atlantan first turned 
heads for his Internet indiscretions and outré performances with 
Deerhunter. The words Cox used to describe author Dennis Cooper in ANP 
Quarterly may as well be his own propulsive mantra: “The only thing he 
does to infuriate so many people is to write honestly, expressing things 
that most people would prefer to stay far under the surface.” 

While Cox’s transgressions have previously edged up to mawkishness, 
Let the Blind channels his confessional tendencies into a newly retrospec- 
tive shape. Atlas Sound’s source material, aesthetic means, and subject are 
inextricable from one another in the same manner as Jonathan Caouette’s 
first-person film, Tarnation (2003). Much glitchier than Deerhunter’s 
Cryptograms (Kranky, 2007), the Atlas Sound home recordings are almost 
exclusively about the soul-baring, delicious isolation of being alone in your 
adolescence. Cox has described “Quarantined” as being about children 
with AIDS, though the main refrain, “I am waiting to be changed,” reso- 
nates with Morrissey-like wistfulness. 

The music on Let the Blind drifts uneasily between bliss and terror; the 
heavily doctored mélange of glockenspiels and guitars conjuring a narco- 
leptic glow. Drone pieces like “Small Horror” and “On Guard” concentrate 
on specific intense emotions, while fuller arrangements like “River Card” 
and “Bite Marks” entangle youthful romantic obsession in soft-hewn bass 
melodies and howling vocals. The shoegaze textures may be Cox’s equiva- 
lent of Proust’s madeleine, but it’s in the treated, divested vocal tracking 
that Let the Blind achieves its deepest immersions. 

On “Winter Vacation,” the chords seem to be pulling each other apart, 
reaching for different resolutions — so too with the rest of the album’s 
balancing act of sensuousness and numbness — though never so far apart 
as we think. Cox has written extensively about aiming for catharsis on his 
heavily trafficked blog, but Let the Blind comes off more as a prismatic 
refracting of past intensity and indolence. It's teenage confusion done in 
Technicolor, and that ought to be enough to change more than a few kids’ 
lives. (Max Goldberg)

VNC has recorded the soundtrack 
of a long sleep for you, if your 
sleep contains both diaphanous 
distortion and anxious disturbance. 
Tension lends City/Port Liaison 
intrigue — the tension between 
space and texture, melody and 
distortion, ambient sound and rock 
structure. 

Hard and soft contrast in “Pipe 
Song”: it opens with a slow chiming 
guitar and woozy Farfisa organ, 
but deep in the percussion mix is 
the sound of a steel pipe being 
struck. On “Your Heart Cannot Stay 
Asleep,” David Barrett’s clenched- 
jaw delivery grates against the 
recessed washes of sliding guitars 
and the prettiest lyric sentiment. 
The pace picks up with “In Field of 
Anchors,” as the slightly out-of- 
phase guitars chase each other, 
only to catch up and explode in 
cacophony. 

The middle tracks are the most 
ambient, dense, and dark. The 
group builds “AA Pager#’s @ the 
Airport,” their so-called rave song, 
around a sampled late-night call 
from a too-high friend. The tone 
nails down cold, queasy, 4 a.m. 
regret. It’s almost a relief to get 
to “Kahli Wears Your Lipstick,” a 
catchy, noisy, incandescent pop 
song — and a sweet close to a disc 
that touches on some of the best 
dream-pop sounds of ’90s guitar 
rock.

STEPHEN MALKMUS AND THE JICKS 
Emotional Trash 


(Matador) 


Almost a decade since Pavement 
disbanded and now in the quieter, 
contented throes of his solo career, 
Stephen Malkmus takes a rebound 
shot at relevance with Emotional 
Trash (Matador) — which sounds a 
lot like tribute to a past spent sipping 
from the murkier reaches of the AOR 
radio well. An odd strategy perhaps, 
reaching back to one’s formative 
years, but it mostly works, because 
the Allman Brothers—esque guitar 
leads and heavy-boogie jams sound 
like second nature for the once 
cacophonous 41-year-old — and 
Malkmus finds adept support in the 
Jicks, finally fully acknowledged on 

a studio recording and fortified by 
drummer Janet Weiss, bassist Joanna 
Bolme, and guitarist-keyboardist 
Mike Clark. 

“Dragonfly Pie” starts Trash ona 
high, smoky, heavy note, weaving the 
lightness ’n’ levity of the chorus with 
the distorted crunch of guitars tipsy 
on apple wine, Crazy Horse, and Deep 
Purple. But then how to explain the 
musically promising, but ultimately 
larky, flaccid fusion diversions of 
the next track, the six-minute-plus 
“Hopscotch Willie”? Malkmus and 
company seem uncertain about how 
to close: ever the progeny of post- 
modernism, he can’t seem to keep 
his tongue from poking back into 
his cheek(iness). Trash may be one 
of Malkmus’s best albums in many a 
day, but listening to the songwriter 
and the Jicks mix rock ’n’ roll trea- 
sures with what-the-hell throwa\. ays, 
one can’t help but wonder when we'll 
be able take Malkmus seriously when 
he has such a hard time doing it him- 
self.

The double LP Spire Live — 
Fundamentalis (Autofact/Touch), 
the third release in the Spire series, 
returns to 2003, when the Touch 
label began col! s#sag Charles 
Matthews and Marcus Davidson’s 
organ compositions along with elec- 
tronic works by Philip Jeck, Christian 
Fennesz, and BJNilsen. Long known 
for its roster of electroacoustic and 
turntable artists who have largely 
redefined the role of the “technolo- 
gist” musician in the 21st century, 
Touch ambitiously turned back 

— way back — to the sources of 
Western harmonics in the 14th- 
century pipe organ. Purported to 
breathe new, electronic life not only 
into the instrument but also into the 
ambience of the cathedral setting, 
Spire surveys 700 years of musical 
possibility. Fundamentalis, released 
in conjunction with Autofact, con- 
tinues in the improvisatory style of 
2006's Spire Live in Geneva Cathedral 
with some beautiful and startling 
results. Philip Jeck’s 16-minute turn- 
table mashup is a riveting opener. At 
once playful and affecting, the piece 
plumbs the depths of the gothic and 
sacrosanct with Jeck’s signature 
electronic drones and phase tones, 
and ends with a catchy organ rave- 
up. BJNilsen’s composition is pure 
sound sculpture, only hinting at 
moments of clarity before receding 
back into hiss and rumble. 

The finale belongs to Christian 
Fennesz, a master of baroque melo- 
dy: he delivers a buzzing symphony 
of organ, chimes, and synthesized 
chorus with moments of hymnal 
transcendence. The disc’s traditional 
organ pieces sound much more 
restrained and funereal by compari- 
son, although there are moments 
of tender beauty hidden within. 
Fundamentalis is for those whose 
tastes are as medieval as they are 
postmodern.

Originally released in Britain in 1978, Jesus of Cool — rechristened Pure Pop for Now People here in America at the time, thanks to scaredy-cat record execs — was 
the first introduction for most listeners to Nick Lowe’s slyly subversive songwriting and tirci.ss style-hopping. But what an introduction! Boasting a punker’s stride 
but also a profound love for the classic three-minute single, Lowe bashed out a wild torrent of innovative, pigeonhole-defying pop. Thirty years later, the range here 
remains just as breathtaking: the mocking “Music for Money” shares a sneer or two with the Damned — whom Lowe would go on to produce — while “Tonight” 
offers a sweet-harmony slice of romantica for the bobby-soxer set, and “I Love the Sound of Breaking Glass” is a new wavey hip-shaker boosted along by bubbly 
bass, twinkling piano accents, and irresistible hand claps. For salvation by jukebox, let Jesus of Cool lead the way, brothers and sisters. (Todd Lavoie)

Pinhead Gunpowder 


924 Gilman Street Project, Feb. 10 


LOCAL LIVE On the wall behind the stage at the 924 Gilman Street 

Project, someone has scrawled in green paint among the other graf 
fiti, “Punk: Do It Yourself” — words that most of the volunteers, bands, and 
show-goers at 924 Gilman seem to live by. One longtime habitué, Billie Joe 
Armstrong, appeared to have abandoned the idea and the venue the day his 
band Green Day signed a record deal with Warner Bros. more than a dozen 
years ago. However, on Feb. 10, Armstrong was back on the Gilman stage for 
the first time in aeons in a rare appearance with his side project of 17 years, 


Pinhead Gunpowder. 


The band sounds something like Insomniac-era Green Day, but they play 
at an even faster pace. And while Pinhead Gunpowder’s music reflected the 
sounds of so many other pop-punk bands that frequent the Gilman stage 
— La Plebe, Carnal Knowledge, and Zomo also performed that night — 
Armstrong stood out from the rest of the punk vocalists. His famously raucous 
showmanship transferred flawlessly from the arena to this smaller space. Here, 
without spotlights and pyrotechnics, his flair and drive to entertain became 


even more apparent. 


At one point, someone in the crowd tossed a black fedora to Armstrong, 
who put it on his head, tilted it down over his face, and yelled, “Do I look like 
Michael Jackson?” Yet for the first time in years, he didn’t look like a star: 
the eyeliner and black suit—red tie combo of late were conspicuously missing. 
Dressed down in a striped shirt and sporting matted bleach-blond hair, he 
looked much like he did in 1994 when he stumbled on fame as a teenager. He 
was in his element, playing loud, fast punk. 

Behind him sat Pinhead Gunpowder lyricist and drummer Aaron 
Cometbus, also well known for his longtime zine Cometbus. Cois.ccbus’s lyrics 
and prose include tales of squatting in abandoned houses and dumpster div- 
ing, and since his stories continue to jibe with his lifestyle, he continues to be 
welcomed with open arms by the East Bay punk community. Nonetheless, 
Pinhead Gunpowder’s lyrics might as well be fiction when tumbling out of a 
millionaire rock star’s mouth. But this seemed to worry no one as the audience 
yelled along and cheered between songs. (Alex Felsinger)

founded Spundae in 1993, Peter 
Beckers and Guiv Naimi pioneered 
America’s electronic superclub a full 
two years before New York's legend- 
ary (and sadly departed) Twilo. The 
duo managed to mix distinguished 
San Francisco talent — Jerry Bonham, 
Jondi and Spesh, Alain Octavo, 
Scott Carelli — with international 
superstars such as Pete Tong, Felix da

Housecat, DJ Tiesto, Armin van Buuren, and Christopher Lawrence. After 
all the downs (a partnership-turned-rivalry with UK superclub Godskitchen, 
a stalled record label) and ups (an offshoot in Los Angeles, a partnership with 
luxurious Ruby Skye, international acclaim), Spundae stands firm as a dis- 
tinctly American dance music bastion. Sasha and Digweed’s upcoming stop in 
late April demonstrates Spundae’s undiminished drawing power. 

To celebrate 15 years of success, Spundae attracts (what else?) local and 
international talent for a two-day celebration. Qool masterminds Jondi and 
Spesh prepare the opening course of progressive house on Thursday, setting 
the table for two young coheadliners: Canadian Deadmau5, who creates a sig- 
nature sound by pouring energy into coolly-synthed numbers and epic electro 
productions; and Brit James Zabiela, who combines glitchy effects and acid 
bass lines with nuanced drum patterns that betray a leaning toward intricate, 


sound-warping gear. 


San Francisco takes the stage Friday, as longtime Spundae resident Alain 
Octavo and promoter extraordinaire Dr. Syd Gris fill the floors early with 
house and progressive trance. Reigning “Best American DJs” Josh Gabriel and 
Dave Dresden blend popular rock remixes, euphoric vocal tracks, and grittier, 
techno-based projections into a four-hour headlining set sure to showcase why 
they've become international favorites.

REVIEW Drawn almost entirely 
drawn from the near-mint-condi- 
tion holdings of Boston’s Museum 
of Fine Arts, “Drama and Desire: 
Japanese Painting from the Floating 
World 1690-1850” is an exhilarating 
survey of early modern Japan and 
the sumptuous — and often costly 
— pleasures that were available 

to the upper echelon of its newly 
solidified class system. 


One can follow the contextual trail laid down by the show and take 
in the long view of history inscribed with brush and natural pigments: 
the relocation of Japan's capital to Edo (now Tokyo); the establishment of 
Yoshiwara, the city’s licensed pleasure quarters; the development of Kabuki 
and sumo; and most important, the rise of an urban, largely male merchant 
class who kept this floating world afloat. It is a panorama laid out in the pair 
of large folding screens of Hishikawa Moronobu (1681-84), both studies 
in hierarchical contrast between the more lowly teahouses and higher-class 
brothels and their characters: a starring courtesan, enfolded in thickly bro- 
caded kimonos as battle-ready as any armored samurai, surrounded by her 
retinue of clients, servants, and geisha, and male customers shamefully cov- 
ering their faces with their fans so they're not recognized by rivals. The real 
drama of these ukiyo-e (woodblock prints) is in their details, such as in the 
way Katsushika Hokusai dapples the collar of young woman’s inner kimono 
with mica to evoke a luminescent cherry-blossom pattern in Woman Looking 
at Herself in a Mirror (1805). Seen from behind, her face framed by a small 
oval mirror, this gazing beauty is only partially regarding herself. She also 
seems to be taking stock of the viewer while taking pleasure in being looked 
at. But surely the pleasure is all ours. (Matt Sussman)

PREVIEW It might be just as well that Chinese choreographer Shen 

Wei didn’t start dancing until quite late — at the ripe old age of 20. 
But what he may have missed in early dance training, he more than made 
up for in other artistic endeavors. The son of Chinese opera performers in 
Hunan, at age 9, Wei followed the parental path and began studying opera, 
and by 16 he was performing with the Hunan State Opera. He also stud- 
ied, and became recognized in, the demanding art of Chinese watercolor. 
So when Wei became a founding member of Guangdong Modern Dance 
Company, China’s first contemporary dance group, he brought an exception- 
ally well-honed visual sensibility to dance. To this day, his choreography 
shows a rare ability to unite the visual and the kinetic, not to mention the 
East and the West. He eventually moved to New York and created Shen Wei 
Dance Art company in 2003.

But the core of 
the play remains strong and brilliantly presented 
through the work of ACT company members 
Steven Anthony Jones and Jack Willis. The action 
mostly occurs in the rough shack of horizontal 
planks and rusting corrugated siding (designed by 
Alexander V. Nichols) shared by two Black South 
African brothers in the heyday of apartheid. The 
story provides all you need to understand about 
the politics and psychosis of racism in the realistic 
yet parable-like relationship between Zachariah 
(Jones) and Morris (Willis), the latter of whom has 
skin light enough to allow him to pass for white. It 
remains slowly gripping and potent long after the 
end of apartheid and, yes, even with the rise of 
Obama. (Avila)

of mesmerizing storyteller that can draw an audi- 
ence’s senses into the palm of her hand moments 
after she steps onstage. Her latest solo show, 
Come Home, is equal parts history and invocation 
of something universally profound. Accompanied 
by four talented musicians (Kimberly Turner, Rose 
Ketabchi, Susan Appe, and David Ervin), Richards 
imparts the experience of black soldiers who 
left their rural Arkansas towns during World War 
Il to fight Nazi Germany. With her strong voice 
and vivid poetic writing she is able to carve out 
the delicate emotions in the many characters 
she portrays. At the center of the story is Donna 
Ray, a young daughter of farm laborers who mar- 
ries a man soon off to battle. Richards channels 
her feelings with clarity and control, from the 
intensely tender love scenes with her husband to 
their strained reunion after he comes back from 
Europe. Shell-shocked by the atrocities of war and 
disturbed by the ugly realities at home, Donna’s 
husband can’t snap out of his detached state until 
his own son is brutally victimized. Sometimes 
Richards muddies the details of the story with 
her poetic musings, but the music punctuates the 
emotional depth of the piece well and the overall 
power-of-love theme comes across. (Megan Ma)

But the local company is known for taking 
risks. Hamm and Clov, the immobilized old tyrant 
and his stiff-legged minion, embodied by David 
Sinaiko and Avery Monsen, engage ina slightly 
less dour exchange than one would expect for two 
who face the unknown together in near-darkness 
just before the lights go out for good. There's a 
slight smirk hanging on the corner of Sinaiko's 
lips, and Monsen exudes a youthful sliver of hope 
that something might still bear life beyond the 
hills. Hamm’s parents Nagg (Paul Gerrior) and 

Nell (Maureen Coyne), who intermittently pop up 
from the ashcans placed stage left — exactly 
where they should be — display more cheek and 
less gloom at their predicament. Along with the 
added cheer, this smart production conveys both 
the astonishing beauty of Beckett’s prose and the 
proper amount of empathy for all the suffering 
caused by living in a maddeningly nonsensical 
world that provides no answers to any of our most 
important questions. It’s almost as if they mean to 
say that life is worth living anyway. To do all that 
with Beckett is quite an amazing feat. (Giattina)

True 
to FoolsFury’s principles of bringing the stage to 
life with visceral physicality, actors serve as atmo- 
spheric scene props that tumble across the floor 
as waves and appear silently as umbrella-toting 
Gestapo-like figures representing the Orwellian 
governing body, “The Structure.” An eerily per- 
vasive soundscape of persistent rainfall, official 
pronouncements, and white noise (courtesy of 
resident sound designer Patrick Kaliski) further 
sets the ambience as the play swirls loosely 
around an unpredicted suicide and its apparent 
meteorologically catastrophic consequences. 
From schoolmarm (Beth Wilmurt) to business- 
man (Peter Ruocco), prisoner (Ryan Tasker) to 
prostitute (Blythe Foster), each character in turn 
has a chance to reveal the monster within before 
the play is over, and the audience is left with the 
opportunity to reflect upon their own monsters as 
the lights go up.

Her tabloid life — from the exploits of her famous 
parents (Eddie Fisher and Debbie Reynolds), to 
her failed marriage with folk singer Paul Simon, 
to her well-documented stints in rehab and the 
loony bin — has left little to public imagination. 
Rest assured, Fisher reveals much that managed 
to elude the press — like what George Lucas had 
her wear under her Princess Leia gown — ina 
gossipy string of tales that begins with her birth 
and works in everything from Samuel Johnson 
references to pot jokes, Frequently, under Tony 
Taccone’s direction, she pulls out audience mem- 
bers to help her demonstrate important matters, 
such as how the Leia buns don’t flatter anyone. 
Quite orally fixated, she rarely speaks without 
simultaneously smoking, sipping on Diet Cokes, or 
snacking. All the while, she paces the living room 
set with a backdrop of a huge crooked window 
that doubles as a video screen into Fisher's past. 
It’s hard to spot the point in this refreshingly 
unpreachy tell-all. What | learned is that Fisher is 
wickedly funny and undaunted to stand before all 
of us simply as herself.

Yousef Al-Mohaimeed’s storytelling 


transcends bans

REVIEW Ah, the morality police 
— you've gotta love 
‘em. At least artists 
who get free public- 
ity from the over- 
zealous watchdogs 
should. With freedom 
of speech still miraculously in decent 
shape in this country, one might be 
forgiven for forgetting the unique 
dilemma of the banned book: once 
branded immoral, it automatically 
becomes sought after. 

Such is the case with Yousef Al- 
Mohaimeed’s Wolves of the Crescent 
Moon (Penguin, 192 pages, $14), 
which was banned in Saudi Arzhia 
by theocratic thought-cops for cast- 
ing too many spotlights on societal 
problems that the authorities insist 
don’t exist. Upon being labeled dan- 
gerous and sinful, the book gained 
a large audience throughout the 
Arabic-speaking world. It has since 
been translated into French, and now, 
into English by Anthony Calderbs»': 
While hardly as inflammatory as 
Saudi authorities might lead one 
to believe, the novel paints a trou- 
bling portrait of a traditional society 
embracing and fighting modernity. 
Government claims notwithstand- 
ing, Saudi Arabia is not free from 
abuse, prejudice, racism, and religious 
hypocrisy, and the author minces no 
words in giving voice ta the mar- 
ginalized, the abandoned, and the 
otherwise ignored. While the titular 
animal does figure prominently in the 
story, the main wolves appear to be of 
the human variety. 

Wolves of the Crescent Moon 
reveals itself in fevered rushes of sto- 
rytelling that concern three charac- 
ters: a one-eared bedouin, a eunuch, 
and a one-eyed orphan. Turad, the 
one-eared tribesman who has toler- 
ated an endless run of degrading jobs 
since leaving the desert for the city, 


arrives at a Riyadh bu: station with- 
out a plan. Paralyzed by indecision, 
he finds himself trapped in night- 
marish reminiscence and speculation; 
thus, we are introduced to Tawfiq, 
Turad’s elderly eunuch coworker, 
whose life of misery is retold by the 
bedouin. While trying to decide 
which bus ticket to buy, Turad dis- 
covers a discarded government file 
involving an abandoned one-eyed 
baby; from there, the experimental 
narrative expands to include anec- 
dotes about the orphan’s distress- 
ing childhood, as well as reveries 
imagined by Turad in an effort to 
fill in the gaps left by the impersonal 
official documents. His inability to 
inject even the briefest respite into 
the child’s conjectured history speaks 
volumes. For Turad, life is an endless 
chain of pain and suffering. 

Told over the course of an eve- 
ning, and engulfed by mental fatigue, 
Al-Mohaimeed’s novel presents a 
variant of the existential dread found 
in works by Jean-Paul Sartre and 
Albert Camus, albeit with more 
violence. The spellbinding narrative 
~rely feels anchored to its chief time 
and place, but instead hangs suspend- 
ed within a hellish realm governed by 
fear, agony, and resentment. 

In volleying between carefully 
recalled memories of his own suf- 
fering, detailed anecdotes about 
Tawfiq’s forced slavery and eventual 
castration, and embellishments about 
the abused orphan he never knew, 
Turad takes the role of a downtrod- 
den Scheherazade. He’s capable of 
spinning 1,001 tales without the 
faintest hope of saving a single life. 
But his creator — at least until he 
was censored — speaks directly to 
those huddled in the margins of a 
secretive society. Wolves of the Crescent 
Moon might remain banned in Saudi 
Arabia for the foreseeable future; for 
now, Al-Mohaimeed will receive his 
well-deserved audience elsewhere in 
the world. src

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Tubular bells ... and whistles

First impressions are often false 
impressions, but some first impres- 
sions are so overwhelming as to tran- 
scend such mundane terms as fa/se 
and favorable. When I first crossed 
the threshold of Conduit, I had the 
impression of having stepped inside 
a pipe organ. The restaurant (which 
opened late last year on a once- 
desolate stretch of Valencia near 14th 
Street) is a labyrinth of copper and 
steel tubing, so dense in its gleam- 
ing geometry as to become a kind of 
metallic fabric. The tightly arranged 
pipes make up part of the ceiling and 
help divide the dining room into sec- 
tions, and if you think all that metal 
must feel cold, you're not factoring in 
the burnished glow of the copper — 
so reminiscent, for foodheads, of the 
copper pans that once hung in Julia 
Child’s Cambridge, Mass., kitchen 
— or the gas fireplace that sits just 
inside the front door, as if in a warm- 
ing hut at a high-end skating rink. 
Also, you haven't seen the bath- 
rooms: a set of private cells behind a 
wall of translucent blue doors, as if 
in a giant honeycomb. A guided tour 
of this part of the restaurant would 
not be completely absurd but prob- 
ably won't be necessary, since paying 
crowds have already descended on 


Conduit for other, and excellent, 
reasons. The restaurant, even in its 
fledgling days, already must be con- 
sidered one of the premier spots on 
Valencia’s still-burgeoning restaurant 
row; its peer group consists of Range, 
Limon, and perhaps Bar Tartine, and 
if only because of the extraordinary 
atmospherics of the interior design 
(the architect was Stanley Saitowitz), 
its sheen is brighter than theirs. 

But let’s not forget the appeal 
of chef Justin Deering’s food either. 
The man and his staff work in an 
exhibition kitchen that stretches 
like a stage across the back of the 
restaurant, and the menu they're 
turning out is a seasonal California 
one, yes, like so many others, 
but with an emphasis on butter 
and cream that reminded me of 
Traci Des Jardins’s early menus at 
Jardiniére and of Nancy Oakes’s 
at Boulevard. Butter and cream 
discreetly bespeak luxury, not only 
because they're expensive but also 
because they bring a velvety weight 
to foods that probably don’t, in most 
cases, need it. But part of the appeal 
of luxury is its very superfluous- 
ness. In other words: Conduit is a 
downtown restaurant that happens 
not to be downtown and charges 
(down!) accordingly. It isn’t cheap, 
but it costs about a third less than 
its city-center siblings and occupies 
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a neighborhood setting that presents 
fewer logistical challenges. 

Deering’s gnocchi ($12) are 
finished in bubbling butter — also 
topped with crab meat and chopped 
arugula — and as we might expect, 
they're és rich, but the butter finish 
is standard procedure for gnocchi. 

A more improbable jolt of creami- 
ness can be found in, or on, a salad 
of little gems ($9), the heads of baby 
romaine lettuce that so often get 
used in some variation on Caesar 
salad. The creamy dressing here is 
buttermilk based (like ranch) and is 
slathered on the halved heads with 
abandon. Even so, it doesn’t entirely 
mask the pleasant bite of spicy maca- 
damia nuts and radish shavings, fine 
and delicate as tiny facial tissues, 
which are scattered over the lettuces 
and across the oblong plate. 

Duck confit ($11) gets the 
deconstruction treatment instead of 
the usual meat-on-bone presenta- 
tion. The deconstruction is visually 
striking, with a salad of frisée and 
pear slices at one end, and at the 
other a smear of duck-liver mousse 
(creamy!) and the actual confit, a pat 
of shredded confit meat that might 
more accurately be described as ril- 
lettes. Still, there’s nothing wrong 
with rillettes, and what's been 
deconstructed can be reconstructed, 
often entertainingly.

Deering isn’t a complete butter- 
fat crackhead. His bigger plates, in 
particular, rely less on dairy richness 
than their small-fry relations; a steak 
of grilled walu ($19), for example, 
was plated atep a mound of cannel- 
lini beans enhanced by crisped flaps 
of guanciale (a baconlike form of 
cured pork) and halved green olives 
fried tempura-style. (Walu is one 
of those wonderful fish with meaty 
white flesh taken from the waters of 
the Hawaiian Islands.) 

Kitchen voyeurs (of whom I am 
one) will appreciate the dinner bar 
—a half dozen or so seats at the 


* very cusp of the kitchen, with an 


unobstructed and intimate view of 
chefly goings-on. (This bar is not 
to be confused with the bar bar, an 
impressive affair nearer the front of 
the dining room, stacked with a full 
complement of booze.) The dinner 
bar, interestingly, is another echo 
of Boulevard, which offers similar 
seating. A further advantage of the 
dinner bar at Conduit: it’s near the 
restrooms, so you can make a brief 
visit and perusal while the pastry 
chefs (who are working right in front 
of you) put together your dessert. 

A sundae ($8) sounds like an 80 
mph fastball right down the middle 
of the plate — in other words, banal 
and sluggable — but a major wrinkle 
at Conduit is that the pastry chefs

make their own ice creams, such 
as one with cherries and chocolate 
chunks, a kind of boutique Cherry. 
Garcia, creamy and rich as gelato 
or frozen custard. Hot chocolate 
sauce spooned over? A nice touch, 
as is the pair of triangular chocolate 
wafers stuck into the ice cream. 
The clear plastic cup in which the 
sundae is served, meanwhile, seems 
like a good joke whose punch line 
is “Downmarket.” But really, you 
could serve ice cream this good 
practically any way and send people 
into transports. Bi-Rite Creamery? 
What's that? 

A final huzzah for noise man- 
agement. It is expert. Conduit 
isn’t quiet — and haw could it be, 
with throngs of 1999-vintage tech 
androids swarming the place? — but 
the floors are laid with some sort of 
charcoal rugs of hemp or sisal, and 
they soak up sound like sponges. 
Impressive! srec

New soup for you! 


Day is done, gone the sun, and let’s 
have soup. T he sun is lingering a lit- 
tle longer these days, but winter still 
abides in the garden, it remains damp 
and chilly inside, and if nothing else, 
we can warm our hands in the steam 
that rises from our bowls of soup: 
Like all repertoires, the soup rep- 
ertoire is in need of constant tending. 
You prune the ones that don’t quite 
work or show signs of reduced draw- 
ing power while being alert to new 
prospects. Much as I love butternut 
squash soup, for instance (and its 
near relation, kabocha squash soup), 
I’'ve'stricken it from the list, in part 
because of domestic unrest and in 


part because a great many restaurant S 


kitchens turn out some version of it 
between November and March, and 
this creates an overkill issue. 

Meanwhile, there is the mat- 
ter of additions. The good soupist 
craves ideas, and when, for instance, a 
neighbor told of an excellent broccoli- 
leek soup she brought home one day 
from the Bi-Rite deli, the soupist’s 
ears pricked right up. Broccoli-leek? 
Could this be just a version of potato- 
leek with broccoli added? The soupist 
can’t speak for the Bi-Rite kitchen, 
but potato-leek with broccoli added 
does make a lovely, cream-of-broccoli- 
like soup, except with no cream. 

Procedure: Clean a large leek by 
trimming the root end, removing the 
green leaves, thinly slicing the white 
bulb, and separating and cleaning the 
rings in a large bowl of water. Heat 
some sweet butter or vegetable oil in 
a soup pan, add the leek rings (with 
a pinch of salt), and soften, stir- 
ring occasionally. Don't let the leek 
turn brown. Add a head of broccoli, 
rinsed and coarsely chopped, along 
with a large russet potato, peeled and 
cubed. Add about four or five cups 
water or stock — chicken stock is 
excellent but not vegan — bring to a 
boil, and simmer, covered, for about 
20 minutes. Puree with an immer- 
sion wand or in a blender, add some 
ground or cracked black pepper, and 
salt to taste. 

A nice springtime variation is to 
substitute green, or fresh, garlic (now 
showing up at farmers markets) for 
the leek. You will need three or four 
green garlic stalks, since they're much 
slenderer than leeks. These soups cool 
very appealingly, even down to room 
temperature, but if your hands are 
blue, serve them hot.

CHEAP EATS | see flowers very 
differently. Not 
because I’m a woman 
now, or a softy, or 
insane, or even a 
chicken farmer.

Seafood Soup for the Soul 


IT TAKES A VILLAGE Chuck chicken noodle soup. Forget pho. 
When I'm sick, I need the warmth and sinus-clearing spice of hot and 
sour soup, or in a pinch, Top Ramen with /ots of Tapatio. But the last time 
I was sick, in an effort to explore my new Outer Sunset hood, I decided to 
take my chances on the offerings at the almost-year-old Tofu Village. 

Now, I’m all about immediate gratification. So I was happy when, 30 
seconds after I sat down, steaming tea arrived. Then, 30 seconds after I 
ordered, came little plates of banchan: seaweed salad, vinegar-soaked bean 
sprouts, stewed potatoes, kimchi, and fish cakes. And 30 seconds after 
that? A whole fried fish. (I know it’s a delicacy, but I usually hate when 
my meat looks like what it used to be — except for cow-shaped steaks, 
which are fun. In this case, though, the crispy skin and tender flaky fish 
made my hesitant bite worthwhile.) 

Then came the seafood tofu soup, in a basketball-size, steaming ceramic 
bowl. I ordered mine spicy (out of four options, this was the third hottest), 
and it was almost too much even for my heat-inured taste buds. The concoc- 
tion was full of silky tofu, clams, and oysters — leading to my next triumph 
over a squeamish moment with unshelled prawns (carapaces, antennae, and 
pleopods — oh my!). The rice was kept warm in a similar ceramic bowl — a 
traditional touch — although the server didn’t offer to mix it with green tea, 
as is custom. The bulgogi, served on a sizzling ceramic plate, was flavorfully 


marinated and tender against the fresh pop of green onion. 
Like a mother — a brisk, efficient, multitasking, slightly hovering moth- 
er — Tofu Village left me happy, stuffed, and still sniffling but feeling bet- 


ter. The best part? 


Getting all that food for just under $20. (Ailene Sankur)

The young untold 


Pedro Costa shows us the way to go

To say that Pedro Costa is one of the 
world’s greatest filmmakers might 
sound like a provocation. But I have 
said it and will repeat it: Pedro Costa 
is one of the world’s greatest film- 
makers, and there’s nothing willfully 
perverse in my statement. What fol- 
lows are initial notes toward under- 


__ standing why Costa matters. Final 


judgment is left up to the audience 
— to whom this director yields so 
much — and should only follow from 
seeing his films. Watching Costa's 
work gives me the chills; it’s a most 
mysterious, unusual, and unclassifi- 
able oeuvre, one littered with ghosts 
of the past and the present. 

From the first frame of each 
Costa film, it’s apparent we're in the 
company of that rare filmmaker who 
simply cares about people: about who 
his subjects are, about what they're 
feeling and thinking, and just as cru- 
cially, what his viewers are thinking 
about them. Each work is riddled with 
enticing close-ups, and Costa's picto- 
rial attention (coming out of a sensi- 
bility equally at home with European 
fine art as, say, the dust bowl photog- 
raphy of Walker Evans) is a constant 
wonder. The subjects are for the most 


part the downtrodden inhabitants 

of a Lisbon, Portugal, slum called 
Fontainhas, people literally overlooked 
by dominant cultures. He’s not try- 
ing to rub their misery in his viewers’ 
faces — calling him a “Straubian 
neorealist,” to quote J. Hoberman, 

is misleading; if anything, his films, 
with their réjection of rational struc- 
tures, are more neosurrealist. Rather, 
the progression in Costa’s cinema has 
been to give voice to his subjects and 
to treat them as worthy of existing 

as fictional characters (Bones, 1997); 
then, to delve further into their world, 
their personalities, and their ways of 
living (In Vanda’s Room, 2000); and 
most recently, with great success, to 
combine the two approaches (Colossal 
Youth, 2006). 

Costa finds richness in small 
variations, and his evolution has led 
to a narrowing of both subject mat- 
ter and spatial exploration. Costa 
has retreated from the wide-open, 
Monument Valley—esque volcanic 
surface of Cape Verde to interiors; 
the benefit of seeing 1994’s Down 
to Earth is in realizing how Costa’s 
characters must now feel, cramped 
in-their disheveled surroundings. 
Combined with his movement toward 
a long-take style, this signals a shift 
from a cinema of space to a cinema of 
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time. A parallel trend is an attempt 
to redefine beauty in cinematic terms 
— from the exquisite monochrome 
35mm of The Blood (1989) to the 
grubby, purposeful digital video of 
In Vanda’s Room — and its stagger- 
ingly unique use (aided by Costa’s 
remarkable compositional eye) in 
Colossal Youth. Likewise, few contem- 
porary filmmakers are as concerned 
with the juxtaposition of image and 
soundtrack, and each of Costa’s films 
reveals new ways of seeing and hear- 
ing: in Colossal Youth, the sound is a 
better narrative guide than the visuals 
— making long takes a necessity. 

Yet the more these movies seem 
to be within one’s grasp, the more 
they slip away from comprehension. 
Costa seems to be saying the same 
thing about life today: he portrays 
the outside world as a labyrinth and 
the domestic arena as a much-needed 
shelter. He’s surely something of a 
Brechtian modernist (with Jean-Luc 
Godard as perhaps an even greater 
influence than Jean-Marie Straub), 
yet it’s tempting to assign the modifi- 
er post in order to understand Costa’s 
work. His persistent interrogation 
of the ways in which people live is 
certainly post-Yasujiro Ozu. And as 
Jeff Wall has noted, Costa can also 
be considered post-Bressonian in that 
he improves on what some find prob- 
lematic about the master’s later works 
— namely, Robert Bresson’s ten- 
dency to turn his models into intense 
abstractions. Costa corrects this by 
allowing disorder, the uncleanliness 


of the real world. (Bones is that rare 
transitional film able to stand on its 
own as a masterpiece, though at the 
same time, it doesn’t go far enough 
— as Vanda and Colossal Youth show). 
The category that Costa might most 
willingly fit is that of a postpunk 
director; that the English moniker 
Colossal Youth — distinct from the 
film’s Portuguese title Juventude 

em marcha, literally “Youth on the 
March” — is also the only album 


’ from the stripped-down Welsh band 


Young Marble Giants (Rough Trade, 
1980) is a surrealist coincidence. 
Costa’s films are complex objects 
in which the present and the past 
intermingle, both literally (in the 
posthuman Portuguese slums where 
Costa’s last three features unfold) and 
within the history of film. The lip- 
stick traces of Howard Hawks, John 
Ford, Fritz Lang, Jacques Tourneur, 
and many other auteurs reappear in 
Costa’s films. Just as Down to Earth 
takes off from I Walked with a Zombie 
(1943), Bones remakes The Searchers 
(1956). (It might be perverse to say 
Colossal Youth is Rio Lobo [1970] to 
Vanda’s Rio Bravo 1959], but ... there, 
I just said it.) Les inrockuptibles’s Serge 
Kaganski has said that Fontainhas’s 
poor are like Indians in classical 
westerns, and that seems about right. 
In the same way that he recog- 
nizes Bresson’s genius, Costa nods 
to Hollywood even as he tries, in his 
unorthodox mode of production — 
he’s created a studio system in which 
the crew is minimal, and in the case 


of Colossal Youth, technical support 
is provided by the actors off camera 
— to rip it up and start again. 

One final, crucial note: As Costa 
describes, the themes in the films are 
highly personal. A search for family 
and for home threads through them, 
articulating desire for a community 
that merges the personal and the 
political (his community is about as 
far from the European Commission 
as one can get). And in his subjects, 
he’s found that missing family, which 
is but one of many reasons why 
Colossal Youth is so touching. He’s 
also developed an alternative, col- 
laborative model of filmmaking that 
is radical yet replicable, and one that 
will generate disciples — provided a 
director is willing to devote the time 
needed to nurture similar relation- 
ships with actors. Even if Costa 
“only” continues to make films about 
downtrodden Portuguese — explor- 
ing what one festival guide has 
called a “desperate utopian dream 
of a human existence” — it’s a new 
form of cinema that will continue to 
reverberate, echo, and grow richer 
with each variation. The avenues of 
inquiry are innumerable. After all, 
John Ford only made westerns. srec

When we last left crazy-ass Kumar 
(Kal Penn) and his more straitlaced 
college pal Harold (John Cho), at the 
end of the 2005 stoner epic Harold 
and Kumar Go to White Castle, they'd 
just victoriously satiated their munch- 
ies with enough sliders to block a 
rhino’s colon. That movie was a clas- 
sic bong-wielding buddy road-trip 
flick — Question: How long does it 
take two potheads to get to a drive- 
through? Answer: Neil Patrick Harris 
on ecstasy — that was improbably 
hailed by serious critics as a mul- 
ticultural breakthrough. Kumar is 
Indian American and Harold Asian 
American, a combination of lead eth- 
nicities that was new to the American 
mainstream. And even though lin- 
eage figures little in the characters’ 
daily realities, Harold’s and Kumar's 
difference from the cartoonish honky 
inbreds and skinheads (and candid 
others of color) that exist beyond 
their postmillennial collegiate bubble 
— and who often mistake them 

for Arabs — fuels the plot. Dude, 
where's my kufi? 

White Castle screenwriters Jon 
Hurwitz and Hayden Schlossberg 
giddily foreground the first movie's 
subtext in their follow-up (which 
they also directed), Harold and 
Kumar Escape from Guantdénamo Bay, 
a special presentation at this year's 


San Francisco Asian American Film 
Festival. Mistaken for terrorists 
when they’re caught with a “smoke- 
less bong” on a flight to Amsterdam, 
weed capital of the world, our hapless 
heroes (“North Korea and al-Qaeda 
working together,” gloats their bum- 
bling FBI nemesis) are imprisoned in 
Gitmo. After being presented with a 
jailer’s massive “cock-meat sandwich” 
— “T’ve never sucked dick before,” 
quips Kumar. “I bet it sucks dick!” 
— and submitted to various tortures, 
they eventually escape, crashing a 
“bottomless” hot tub party, imper- 
sonating Crockett and Tubbs from 
Miami Vice, and lighting up with 
George W. Bush himself. No shit. 

I caught up with Hurwitz, 
Schlossberg, and actor Cho — a 
surprisingly intellectual type who 
studied English at UC Berkeley — as 
they prepared to promote the new 
movie at wacky comics convention 


WonderCon. 


SFBG For Arab Americans like me, 
this movie is like a nightmare come 
true. People gasp whenever I stand 

up on an airplane, and 9 times out of 
10 I'm the one who's pulled over for 
“random” searches. I know that Indian 
Americans often experience similar 
treatment. But Harold and Kumar 
Escape from Guantanamo Bay seems 
revolutionary in that it expands that 
situation to include the feelings of Asian 
Americans, and it’s playing at the [SF

International] Asian American Film 
Fest. Do you think Asian Americans 
relate? 

JOHN CHO I would assume that 
every immigrant group has their own 
bag of individual problems. I don’t 
know if Asian Americans get hassled 
at the airport — maybe they do. 
Traveling with Kal on the publicity 
tour for the first film, I got to see 
firsthand how he was treated — and 
that’s real; he was patted down all 
the time. We were traveling together, 
and he’s the one that got pulled aside. 
I’m really happy that the film’s play- 
ing at the festival. I feared that Asian 
Americans wouldn't accept this movie 
— the subject matter isn’t discussed 
much in the community — but it 
seems that the programmers feel they 
will. 


SFBG Wot to state the obvious here, but 


Jon and Hayden, you're a couple of white 
guys. I'm wondering if these scripts come 
from your own experiences, or if you do a 
lot of research? 
JON HURWITZ We're white guys, 
but we're Jews. So we're already a 
minority subset, but I don’t really 
know if that plays into it. We've 
always had a large group of mul- 
ticultural friends and been able to 
observe and have conversations with 
people with different points of view. 
As awriter and director you're just 
hoping to put something out there 
that’s new. Something with Asian ~ 
American and Indian American leads 
was something that hadn’t been done 
in the way that we were doing it. We 
felt that we had enough perspective as 
huge fans of comedy to pull it off. 
HAYDEN SCHLOSSBERG We 
didn’t set out to make this big state- 
ment, although I have to say when we 


looked at the first one when it was 
done, we said, “Wow, this is so much 
better than we thought.” It went way 
beyond the fart jokes, weed humor, 
and nudity that we love to put up 
on-screen. But it’s really just a classic 
comedy trope. Two guys, a baggies #~ 
voyage. . . . It was the right time to 
have someone finally throw ethnic- 
ity into the mix. The script took off 
from there. The only question now is, 
where else can we take this? Harold 
and Kumar Fly the Space Shuttle? 
JC And the focus is always on being 
funny first. The characters’ races 
are almost secondary. I find that 
so refreshing because a lot of Asian 
American cinema is just about being 
Asian American, how hard it is. Not 
to denigrate anyone’s work, but those 
movies get really repetitive, and fewer 
people want to see them.

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Are you lonesome tonight? 


Edward Yang looks for the personal amid 
the street gangs of Silicon Island

Brad Renfro wasn't the only cin- 
ematic figure neglected in the recent 
Academy Awards’ “In Memoriam” 
montage: the academy fumbled even 
harder in its omission of Taiwanese 
filmmaker Edward Yang, who died 
last June of colon cancer in Los 
Angeles at 59. The self-taught father 
of Taiwan’s cinematic new wave and 


a runaway Seattle software engineer 
who abandoned the tech field that 
made his classmates wealthy for his 
true love of filmmaking, Yang only 
created only eight films during his 
short, multi-career life, but during 
that brief span the Shanghai-born, 
Taipei-raised auteur managed to lend 
an influential, helping hand in the 
difficult birth of serious Taiwanese 
movie making. 

Yang’s so-called old drinking 


buddies, screenwriter Wu Nien-chen 
and fellow director Hou Hsiao-hsien, 
were more than just sodden shoulders 
to cry on; they grappled with mani- 
fold frustrations of working indepen- 
dently in the Taiwanese film industry 
(described by Yang as “fragmented 
and run-down,” with only a limited 
pool of experienced actors). This 
gang of three supported each other 
financially and artistically: according 
to Jeff Yang’s account in Once upon 

a Time in China (Atria, 2003), Wu 
spearheaded the anthology In Our 
Time (1982), which showcased Yang’s 
first theatrical film, and Hou mort- 
gaged his house to underwrite Yang's 
second feature, Taipei Story (1985), 
which Hou also starred in — and 


ended up losing his shirt for after it 
lasted all of four days in theaters. 
Twin brothers by different moth- 
ers and both born in 1947, Hou and 
Yang created their breakthrough films 
in 1986: the former’s Dust in the Wind 
was also — surprise! — written by 
Wau, while the latter’s The Terrorizers 
is a handsome, cerebral urban psycho- 
logical drama that flaunts new wave 
roots like a glittering pop offspring 
of Jean-Luc Godard. Inspiring critic 
Fredric Jameson to praise its “archai- 
cally modern” textures, The Terrorizers 
broke down, as writer David Leiwei 
Li writes in Chinese Films in Focus 
(BFI, 2003), the hidebound binaries 
of East and West as “tradition versus 
modernity, enabling readings that 


recognize both the border-transcend- 
ing flow of global commerce and the 
reflexive capacity of residual local 
cultures.” 

It’s easy to read Hou’s and Yang’s 
early works as responses toone ~~ 
another, a relic of their barroom-pal 
give-and-take back in the day, and 
some might view Yang's masterpiece, 
A Brighter Summer Day (1991), as 
simply a rejoinder to Hou's critically 
acclaimed, box office record-breakeg 
City of Sadness (1989), though it 
was made amid far more hazardous 
conditions — 1989 was the year the 
bottom fell out of the Taiwanese 
market for locally produced films, 
and audiences turned to Hong

Kong—made entertainments. A few 
critics might even tag Yi Yi: A One 
and a Two as Yang's greatest feature 
— for its warm, humanist blend of 
The Terrorizer’s postmodern urban 
landscape, Yang’s evocative roundelay 
of reflective surfaces, and the gentle 
gaze he levels on its quietly deterio- 
rating family, headed by a software 
company manager pater familias, 
played by Yang’s old friend Wu, and a 
mother in the throes of spiritual crisis 
(Day’s Elaine Jin). 

For its unseen but subtly tele- 
graphed depths, referential richness, 
and the sheer breadth and long-shot 
scope of its four-hour running time, 
Day nonetheless deserves the praise 
lavished on it. Much like City, writes 
Emilie Yueh-Yu Yeh and Darrell 
William Davis in Taiwanese Film 
Directors: A Treasure Island (Columbia 
University Press, 2005), Day’s “local 
history turns the lock on long-sup- 
pressed ideas,” convincingly plung- 
ing the personal into an epic sphere. 
Rarely screened and unavailable on 
DVD (much like The Terrorizer), Day 
has been described as a Taiwanese 
Rebel Without a Cause (1955) — a true 
descriptor if one discounts the very 
specific mise-en-scéne of early 60s 
Taipei and the film’s dense connective 
web of cultural, political, and familial 


allusions, obligations, and affiliations, 
one that’s as many-tendrilled and 
enmeshing as that of your average 
multigenerational Chinese family. 
Ensnared by filial duty as well 
as street gang politics and placed in 
the sweepingly de-centered core of 
Day is its proto—James Dean, Xiao 
Si’r, portrayed by the baby-faced 
Chang Chen (the nomadic hottie in 
Yang’s Taiwanese cohort Ang Lee's 
Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon 
[2000]). The director opens Day with 
Sit’s Shanghainese intellectual father 
arguing with teachers about his son’s 
grades, and then widens his aperture 
imperceptibly, ingeniously onto the 
arboreal byways, flat-lit classrooms, 
vertigo-inducing corridors, and 
shadowy hideouts of Si’’s world. It’s 
a realm in which the children of the 
Kuomintang live an uneasy exis- 
tence much like their elders: res‘d- 
ing in Japanese houses less than 20 
years after their parents fought the 
Imperial army on the mainland, these 
Taiwanese teens listen to American 
doo-wop and early rock and form 
street gangs that parallel the bat- 
tling political factions of the People’s 
Republic. Tanks rumble by as brown- 
outs underline the sense of rupture. 
Resembling in its panorama and 
chapterlike parts such historical epics 
as Bernardo Bertolucci’s 1900 (1976), 
Day unfurls like a scroll, peppered 
by the shouts and orders of parents, 


peddlers, and teachers, and peopled 
with pungent characters like the 
Tolstoy-reading, romantically heroic 
hood Honey and his guilelessly calcu- 
lating survivor of a sweetheart Ming 
— as well as Si’’s bookish father, 
who's torn from his self-absorp- 

tion when taken into custody by the 
secret police. All bear the marks of 
severance from one’s past, papers, 
homeland, and other familiar sign- 
posts of identity. The quiet, troubled, 
and piercing irony that Yang applies 
to the scene of Si’r’s father’s arrest, 
one in which his children repeatedly 
play Presley’s “Are You Lonesome 
Tonight” in order to translate the 
lyric “Does your memory stray to 

a brighter summer day” to sing at 
some future sock hop haunted by the 
specter of Honey’s death — shades of 
the Jesus and Mary Chain — makes 
this teeming opus worth turning over 
again and again in your own memory. 
It’s like a battle hymn to a faltering 
family, or a love song to the death of 
innocence. sree

Brillante Mendoza looks at the costs of 


fauman lives

Over roughly the past year, Brillante 
Mendoza has brought a pair of films 
to festivals that pac a particular 
one-two punch when they are pro- 
grammed to play at the same event. 
Foster Child first bears witness to 
the final day that caretaker Thelma 
Maglangqui (superb veteran actress 
Cherry Pie Picache) mothers three- 
“or-four-year-old mestizo John-John 
(Kier Segundo), and as sunlight gives 
way to night, it follows her from a 
Manila slum into the ostentatious 
hotel where she passes him over to 
wealthy white foster parents from 
San Francisco. S/ingshot also uses a 
real-time conceit, but in an entirely 
different manner — locked within 
the mazelike alleys and shanties 
of Manila’s Mandaluyong City, it 
foregoes long takes and methodical 
passages to careen as if the camera 
‘were a baton passed from one preoc- 
cupied, panicky person to another. Or 
perhaps more aptly, as if the point of 
view was a valuable that one character 
fleeces from another's pocket. 

Asa melodrama, Foster Child 
fits into the dominant genre of 
Filipino feature films that screen 
at international festivals — a genre 
that Western critics might enjoy 
more than excellent Filipino writers 
such as Richard Bolisay and Alexis 
Tioseco, whose critical conversations 
are as vital thriving “CineManila” 
activity as any current filmmaker. 

In a piece on one of Tioseco’s excel- 
lent Web sites, Criticine, Noel Vera 

gecalls a Rotterdam screening where 
fellow film scholar and Chicago- 
based critic Jonathan Rosenbaum 
compared Mike De Leon's Kisapmata 
(1981) to Rainer Werner Fassbinder's 
Martha (1974). Perhaps in that spirit, 
Rosenbaum’s contemporary, the critic 
“ind influential programmer Tony 
Rayns, has likened Foster Child to 
Fassbinder as well. 

I'd add another comparison 
that, however Eurocentric, is meant 
as a great compliment: Foster Child 
shares a number of similarities with 
Douglas Sirk’s mother of all melo- 
dramas, Imitation of Life (1959), such 
as a harshly ironic perspective on 
maternal bonds in a racist, capitalist 

world. When Mendoza’s film reaches 
its final wrenching moments — and 
Thelma seems stripped, at least tem- 
porarily, of life (even the future rep- 


etition of her foster maternal duties 

is harrowing) — a lesser director 
would have simply milked the pathos. 
Instead, Mendoza allows no mercy 

to invade his sympathy, presenting 

a sequence that calls to mind Lana 
Turner's selfish protests by the bed- 
side of her dying maid Annie (Juanita 
Moore) in 1959's Imitation of Life, a 
scenario that is extra bitter because 
Annie’s lost daughter Sarah Jane 
(Susan Kohner) can be seen smiling 
in a nearby framed picture within the 
shot. Foster Child’s climactic heart- 
break is set against a backdrop of 
vulgar department store displays that 
privilege white glamour and which 
celebrate a false vision of familiar per- 
fection. “The house that love built,” 
proclaims one callow ad, depicting a 
mother and child. The cruel gods of 
capitalist marketing provide perfectly 
horrible set design. 

Those last glances, leading to 
a weary climb up a concrete public 
transit stairwell, also ricochet off. 
Foster Child’s sustained (and indeed 
Fassbinder-like) first shot: a silent, 
postcard-perfect view of Manila’s 
high-rise cityscape that gives way 
to a noisier look at the ramshackle 
slums at the feet of those skyscrapers. 
A more subtle and wrenching echo 
occurs between two scenes that take 
place nearer to the narrative’s center: 
an idyllic, sunlit view of Thelma 
bathing John-John outside her home, 
and a later moment when she has to 
wash him in a hotel’s many-mirrored, 
enormous bathroom. 

Engaged Web sites such as 
Bolisay’s Lilok Pelikula (Sculpting 
Cinema) have greeted this neorealist 
symbolism, and Foster Child’s stand- 
ing ovation at the 2007 Cannes Film 
Festival, with some wariness. Indeed, 
it is frustrating if international audi- 
ences take Mendoza’s movies for 
the whole of Filipino independent 
film today, when thanks to the 
punk-fueled Khavn de la Cruz, the 
monumental Lay Diaz, the prodi- 
giously visionary Raya Martin, and 
the autobiographical John Torres, 
CineManila is frankly more inspired 
than almost all of the indie film — 
and much of the experimental work 
— currently coming from the United 
States. Mendoza’s talent equals or 
bests anyone who has passed through 
the Sundance factory in the past 
decade, but he and his more formally 
radical contemporaries have to vie for 
the same too-few spaces allocated to 
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Whether following lost men through action scenarios or lost boys 
through melodramas, Brillante Mendoza’s movies — such as 
Slingshot (above, with Kristofer King) and Foster Child (below, 
with Kier Segundo and Cherry Pie Picache) — bear the marks of 


a multifaceted new director. 


feature films from the Philippines at 
most festivals. 

By working within relatively 
linear narrative structures and fea- 
ture-length frameworks, Mendoza 
veers toward the mainstream currents 
of vital Filipino independent cinema. 
But he’s demonstrating great versatil- 
ity. Slingshot’s burnt-brown palette, 
verging on black-and-white in night- 
time scenes, contrasts greatly with the 
more colorful, sun-dappled view of 
slum life in Foster Child, which is so 
pleasant that soap bubbles blown by 
children float through one shot. But 
it would be a mistake to see Foster 
Child’s somewhat idealized view of 
cramped city blocks as softer, sim- 
ply because a fresh array of mothers 
with newborn babies can be found 
on every corner — a scene in which 
foster system overseer Bianca (Eugene 
Domingo) greets these women and 
knowingly checks in on their off- 
spring has a sinister underpinning. 

Its title translated from a term 
(tirador) denoting a street hus- 
tler, Slingshot is harder and faster 
— money or valuables are frequently 
handed from one character to another 
on the sly as people move in an out of 
a shot that is itself moving forward. 
A viewer had best be on the top of 
his or her game while watching, 
because everyone in the film is on the 
make. But the gay Mendoza brings 


a subversive eye to the masculine 
genre of action: he knows that harder 
and faster might seem tougher, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean one is sav- 
vier. Interestingly, while S/ingshor’s 
critical reception in CineManila 
realms seems warmer than that given 
to Foster Child, the film has had its 
share of semiblind assessments in 
English-language publications. More 
than one reviewer has complained 
that the film wears a viewer out with 
its frantic pace before it abruptly 
ends. The reviews fail to note that 
Mendoza frames his many-stranded 
story line and slum-stranded charac- 
ters amid a broader view of societal 
and political corruption. He kicks the 
story off with cops raiding blocks of 
Mandaluyong City to round up and 
arrest people who are then bailed out 
by politicians in exchange for votes. 
He fades out with a glimpse of a 
pickpocket at work during a quasire- 
ligious campaign rally dominated by 
empty, clichéd speeches. 

Between those crowd scenes, 
Slingshot joins a wide variety of 
characters for intimate treks through 
semi-anonymous acts, only to aban- 
don them — just as fate might and 
a politician's promises are certain 
to. Tess (Angela Ruiz) steals video 
equipment to pay for a pair of den- 
tures. Her illicit lover Rex (Kristofer 
King) neglects fatherhood in favor 


of druggy reverie. In an example 
of tail-biting irony, the impulsive 
Caloy (Coco Martin, whose open- 
faced melancholy carries over from 
Mendoza’s debut feature The Masseur 
[2005]) needs to scrape together cash 
to keep the pedicab that he’s using 
to earn money. Meanwhile, Leo 
(Nathan Ruiz, the gamine title char- 
acter of Aureaus Solito’s 2005 The 
Blossoming of Maximo Oliveros, now 
adolescent and pimply) begins what 
will eventually become one of the 
worst days of his life by accidentally 
getting his dick caught in his pants 
zipper. The two-dimensional faces of 
political candidates — including actor 
Richard Gomez, then running in real 
life for a Senate position — look on 
from the campaign billboards and 
posters that dominate public spaces. 
In the eyes of the official system, 
Lopez’s Leo is the thief character 
of Slingshot’s Tagalog title, but in 
the real world he’s just one of many 
everyday bandits, who are doing 
whatever they can to survive while a 
faceless upper class profits from their 
votes. There's a potent undercurrent 
to Lopez’s performance perhaps being 
the titular one, though, since it’s 
much harsher than the similar turn 
he delivered as Maximo in Solito’s 
comparatively romantic film festival 
favorite. The differences in pace 
and look between Foster Child and 
Slingshot demonstrate that Mendoza 
is capable of sculpting widely con- 
trasting true visions of Manila’s 
streets, which in turn shows that the 
exact same setting can take on widely 
varying characteristics based on one’s 
perspective at any given moment. 
Part of Mendoza’s versatility 
might be grounded in his background 
as a production designer under the 
name Dante Mendoza. It also might 
teflect a developing, nuanced queer 
sensibility, one that has forsaken 
forebear Mel Chiongo’s eye for inter- 
national markets to also produce a 
feature, 2007’s Pantasya, that possibly 
plays off of Slingshot’s view of corrupt 
police forces and probably adds a crit- 
ical dimension to the age-old “I love 
aman in an uniform” motif of gay 
porn. After half a dozen features as 
a director, Mendoza has ranged from 
melodrama to action, from a pentet 
of gay sex fantasies to a story about 
education amid the Aeta tribe (2006's 
Manoro). His next step will probably 
be hard to predict, and it'll definitely 
be worth watching. srec

REVIEW My Name Is Albert Ayler offers a close reading of the titular 
>> musician, a saxophone colossus who pushed the emotional limits 
of free jazz, but it also tells a broader story about the strange currents of 
American avant-garde music. Interviews with Ayler’s churchgoing Ohio 
family, New York City compatriots, and Scandinavian admirers trace a 
particular, though by no means atypical, passage. The tenor saxophonist 
first achieved renown in Stockholm, Sweden, where he began to experi- 
ment with the wailing, explosive runs that would some years later turn 
even John Coltrane's head. "Trane specifically asked for Ayler to play at 
his funeral, and the photographs and live sound from the memorial ser- 
vice included in the film are searing enough to make even the staunch- 
est defender of melody reconsider. Rather than employing warts-and-all 
tactics, first-time Swedish director Kasper Collin keeps a respectful dis- 
tance from Ayler’s-mysteries, nowhere more hauntingly than in a few late 
sequences regarding the musician's purported tendency to stare into the 
sun. There is so much we will never know about Ayler, Collin seems to tell 
us, but watching former collaborators listen to his music through cracked 
expressions of pain and amazement is revealing enough. (Max Goldberg)

The Bank Job Starring Guy Ritchie fave Jason 
Statham as petty crook-car dealer Terry, and 
wannabe knockout Saffron Burrows as small time 
drug dealer-femme fatale Martine, The Bank Job 
is the latest addition to Australian director Roger 
Donaldson's unexciting oeuvre, which since 1987’s 
No Way-Out has included 1988's Cocktail and 
1995's Species. Surprisingly, this somewhat ficti- 
tious rendering of a real bank robbery that took 
place in London, England during the early '70s 

— inwhich millions in cash and valuables were 
looted and the corruption of people in high places 
(including some of royal blood) was revealed — is 
fun to watch. Although complex, the plot is easy 
to follow, while the cinematography’s beautifully 
saturated dark colors compliment the movie 
greatly. Nevertheless, one shouldn't expect any- 
thing more from The Bank Job than a fast-paced, 
musically overloaded, ordinary action film that 
rarely deviates from the genre's standard recipe.

relies way too much on jokes about boogers and 
fat people, and the supposed cuteness of its digi- 
tally designed furry version of an alien. That said, 
kudos are in order for ten-year-old actress Xu Jiao 
for her slightly deranged performance as Dicky 
Chow — the film’s young male protagonist. (1:28) 
Embarcadero, Shattuck. (Komodore) 
College Road Trip Raven-Symoneé (as a university- 
bound teen) and Martin Lawrence (as her cop 
father), together at last.

David and Layla Directed by Jay Jonroy, kosher 
indeed meets halal in this modern day Romeo 
and Juliet. In New York, Iraq and Jerusalem find a 
bridge when Jewish David and Muslim Layla fall in 
love. David (David Moscow) and Layla (Shiva Rose) 
combat the racist inhibitions of their families in 
this love-conquers-all drama, which is.inspired by 
a real-life couple. With the timelessness of this 
theme, it’s pretty impossible to not win over the 
resident hopeless romantic in all of us. However, 
the acting is pretty skimpy and the relatable story 
is ultimately too familiar. In the end, you'll either 
be humored by David’s quirky vasectomy antics or 
you'll want to kill him long before he gets the girl.

Bay Area filmmakers Shane King 
and Arne Johnson were already on the lookout 
for a documentary subject when they heard about 
Portland, OR’s Rock ’n’ Roll Camp-for Girls. Once 
they witnessed the campers — who learn to play 
instruments, form bands, write songs, and per- - 
form a concert, all ina week’s time — in action, 
they immediately set about convincing the camp 
to let a pair of camera-wielding dudes record 
certain rock ’n’ roll magic. The bulk of Girls Rock! 
takes place in the summer of 2005, focusing on 
four first-time campers as they fumble through 
both musical and social conflicts: teens Misty (a 
former meth addict) and Laura (a headbanger who 
worries about her appearance), and eight-year- 
olds Palace (a girly-girl with anger issues) and 
Amelia (a budding noise-rocker who has trouble 
sharing the spotlight). Further illuminating the 
doc’s themes: animated interludes that spell out 


what young girls are up against, with colorful 
graphics backdropping a an array of sobering 
statistics, like, “The number one wish of teenage 
girls is to lose weight.”

“Academy Award Nominated Animated and Live 
Action Short Films” Despite being in a format that 
is all too often overlooked, this year’s Academy 
Award-nominated short films surely impress

even the worst Hollywood cynics. The beauty and 
craftsmanship of British live-action Western The 
Tonto Woman or the new-wave whimsy of French 
live-action comedy Le Mozart des Pickpockets

The Band’s Visit Eran Kolirin’s buoyant com- 
edy about a Egyptian orchestra passing a

fresh a conceit as hitching innocence to children’s 
dirty faces. Tawfiq (Sasson Gabai) is the band’s 
conductor, a starched-uniform sort who finds 

a natural siphon in Dina (Late Marriage’s Ronit 
Elkabetz), the earthy Israeli who hosts the Arabic 
strangers at her Baghdad Café-—like lunch spot. 
The band splits up for their layover and the film's 
narration cleaves in turn, unhurriedly cutting 
between different Israeli-Egyptian communiqués, 
all of them peppered with bittersweet notes which 
feel a little too pitched to dispel the sense of 
overplayed naturalism which hangs over Kolirin’s 
film. The winner of the Un Certain Regard prize at 
last year’s Cannes Film Festival, The Bana’s Visit 
locates cultural differences gently, in language 
and disposition — an ingratiating ploy for certain, 
though one handled here with a light touch.

Charlie Bartlett As the titular hero of this teen 
flick for Ritalin Nation, Anton Yelchin of Alpha Dog 
gets the living crap kicked out of him but survives 
to spend another day in the stall of his high school 


bathroom, playing shrink (and pharmacist) to his 
peers. You can see why: Charlie’s a charmer — 
accomplished, articulate, self-possessed, and sage 
beyond his years, he could steel-cage-match Juno 
MacGuff in a precocious-teen poise-off. This could 
have made the viewer want to slam Charlie’s head 
into a locker too, but it's more fun watching him 
win over and unite dn entire high school’s worth 
of cliquesters, misfits, and thugs via pharmaceuti- 
cal scripts, talk therapy, and captivating oddity. 
Eventually, the film begins to unravel at the exact 
speed at which it attempts to thread everything 
neatly together, But until the 11th hour's valu- 
able lessons are learned (parents need to act like 
parents, so kids can act like kids; there’s more to 
life than being popular, but not much; don’t play 
with handguns when you’ve been drinking Scotch 
by the pool all day), Charlie Bartlett remains an 
engaging and comic tale, or perhaps fairy tale, 
of life in the high school trenches. In the roles of 
adults falling down on the job are Robert Downey 
Jr., as the school’s depressive and alcoholic princi- 
pal, and Hope Davis, as Charlie’s vaguely adoring 
and doped-up mother.

(And 
who, frankly, always seemed kind of an tiberaf- 
fected prick.) He has made a great film from erst- 
while French Elle editor Jean-Dominique Bauby’s 
acclaimed memoir of his experiences after suffer- 
ing a severe stroke at 43, The Diving Bell and the 
Butterfly. This is a director’s picture. Actually, an 
artist's — Schnabel renders Bauby’s odyssey in 
visual terms that vividly, poetically amplify both 
the subject’s Sisyphean struggle to regain com- 
munication skills and his joy in realizing imagina- 
tion could liberate him from constriction. It's weird 
how the women in Bauby’s life — even speech and 
physical therapists — are insistently drop-dead 


gorgeous, as if female less than perfection is more 
than any man could or should bear. But this is still 
an unusually abstract narrative film that’s also ~ 
exceptionally accessible and moving. Damn you, 
Schnabel: you must be admired after all. (1:52)

>| 4 Months, 3 Weeks and 2 Days Cristian 
Mungiu’s Cannes Palme d’Or winner 4 Months, 
3 Weeks and 2 Days is the final anxiety-ridden 
whimper to register from the year of the “shmash- 
mortion,” and it’s particularly preoccupied with 
pregnancy and the decisions that come with 
it. It was often observed that the dollhouse 
pregnancies and abortion debates of Juno and 
Knocked Up would never have been fodder for a 
Hollywood comedy if the mothers weren't white 
and middle-class. The expecting character in 4 
Months wouldn't have looked out of place in either 
of those films, but her predicament is wildly dif- 
ferent. She has to make her decision in Romania 
in 1986, under the watchful eye of Nicolae 
Ceausescu’s dictatorship, whose policies on abor- 
tion make the pressures of the current American 
culture wars — certainly as experienced by the 
heroines of Juno and Knocked Up — comparable 
to those of a celebrity roast. Mungiu’s movie dif- 
fers, additionally, in a refreshingly depressing way: 
you kind of want to smack the mother. Gabita 
(Laura Vasiliu) isn’t even the film’s core. That 
distinction goes to her college roommate Otilia 
(Anamaria Marinca), who’s relied on to handle 
nearly every level of preparation necessary for 
an illegal abortion, from the Kafkaesque frustra- 
tions of securing a hotel room to the frightening 
process of meeting and negotiating with the 
abortionist. Mungiu’s movie is close kin to fellow 
Romanian filmmaker Cristi Puiu’s dark wonder 
The Death of Mr. Lazarescu, which was also shot 
by cinematographer Oleg Mutu. Both are gloomy, 
virtuosic naturalist films inseparable from their 
sociopolitical backdrops, and both traverse their 
stations through a soup of reluctant humanism 
and outright moral fatigue. But while Lazarescu 
works with short, unassuming shots, 4 Months 
encumbers the audience with claustrophobically 
long takes, filled with the tension not only of

The Other Boleyn Girl Pundits may point to lax 
parenting when lamenting the perils that beset 
today’s youth, but as we know and The Other 
Boleyn Girl confirms, it is also possible to become 
overinvested in the lives of one’s offspring. The 
film, based on the historical novel by Philippa 
Gregory, tracks the rise and rapid decline of the 
Boleyn family during the rule of Henry VIII, nudg- 
ing the infamous Anne Boleyn slightly to one side 
to make space for her less storied sister, Mary. 
Blessed with two charming daughters, Sir Thomas 
Boleyn begins plotting during their toddlerhood 
to raise the family fortunes by auctioning them 
off bodily to the highest bidder, which eventu- 
ally proves to be the king of England. As Henry 
(Eric Bana) is drawn first to flirty, cunning Anne 
(Natalie Portman), then to sweet, demure Mary 
(Scarlett Johansson), then back to Anne, sibling 
relations turn predictably sour. Not sour enough 
to elicit much viewer interest or sympathy, 
though. Throwing one’s children to a lionlike king 
is no doubt appalling, but the consequences here 
are surprisingly boring. The film, while gorgeously 
attired, is a too-quick and endless succession of 
fiercely whispered plotting in lavishly appointed 
rooms, tepid boudoir interludes, passionate decla- 
mations by one character or another when things 
don’t work out as planned, and additional fiercely 
whispered plotting.

less. No Country for Old Men almost qualifies as 
Douglas Sirk-ian melodrama next to Anderson's 
maverick revision of Upton Sinclair's 1927 novel 
Oil! There will be no doubt among viewers that this 
158-minute epic has Orson Welles-ian aspirations, 
from its Citizen Kane-like dedication to the rise and 
fall of a megalomaniac to its less-focused portrait 
of a not-so-magnificent or Ambersonian family 
line. These are the post-Robert Altman years of 
Anderson's relatively fledgling career, in strictly lit- 
eral terms. Now that Altman is dead, Anderson no 
longer treats him as a prime well of auteur inspira- 
tion, instead favoring the sprawling likes of Welles, 
Elia Kazan, Terrence Malick, and Stanley Kubrick 
He's aided by the sick pull of Jonny Greenwood’s 
vanguard score and gonzo performances from 
both of his lead actors.
